The  interior 
of  these  homes  is  not  quiteso  distress- 
ini;  as  the-e  h.ird  surroiui<liti';s.  for 
the  hum.in  hand  in  doors  can  make 
its  mark,  whicii  is  n«>t  always  .i  clean 
one.  The  fm-niture.  diet,  t'ostiuiies, 
are  roui;h  and  common-place;  but  the 


•Tolin'-s,  Newfoundland,  and  Dundee, 
Scotland.  The  .sealin:;  Heet  of  Esqui- 
maux Point  and  Xatashquan  nam* 
bers  about  forty  small  schooners.  Id 
issi  thcv  took  30,000  seals,  but  in 
1882  only  3,000.  The  strength  ol 
t  hese  vessels  is  lemtrkable.  The  one 
I  saw  building  at  Esquimaux  Point, 
had  timbers  12  inches  square  laid  in 
solid,  and  bolted  one  to  the  other, 
.and  the  bow  was  a  mass  of  beams  and 
braces.  The  oil  is  tried  out  in  fur- 
naces alons  the  beach;  the  hides  are 
sent  to  London  for  tanning. 

The  .social  season  of  Labradoristhe 
winter.  There  is  no  fishing  then  to 
keep  people  at  home;  cutting  wood 
and  a  little  hunting  are  the  on- 
ly occupations.  Winter  lasts  about 
eight  months;  when  the  channels 
among  the  islands  and  the  bays 
are  frozen  over,  dog  teams  can 
run  up  and  down  the  coast  for  300 
miles — from  Mingan  to  Bonne  Esper- 
ance.  People  then  go  vi.siting;  they 
carry  no  provisions,  for  everybody 
keeps  open  house,  and  the  little  cabins 
are  often  packed  with  people  and  dogs. 
The  winter  homes,  as  a  rule,  are  back 
some  miles  from  the  coast,  where 
woorl  is  handy.  Several  families  who 
tish  at  Whale  Head  live  on  a  swamp 
in  winter,  where  the  tread  of  a  man 
along  the  street  shakes  every  liou.se. 
The  .\bbe  Ferland  says  that  in  his 
timi. — about  fifty  years  ago — the  hos- 
pitality of  the  coast  was  such  that  the 
people  on  going  away  from  home  used 
to  leave  food,  and  sometimes  even 
money,  on  the  table,  and  the  doors 
unlocked,  that  needy  travelers  might 
enter  and  help  themselves.  But  the 
advent  of  more  travelers  in  these  days 
has  led  to  more  caution  and  less  gi;n- 
erosity. 

It  is  not  siu'j)risiui;  to  find  all  sea- 
men superstitious;  the  irresistible  and 
whimsiial  forces  of  the  ocean  must  ap- 
pear to  them  supernatural,  and  their 
chant;ini;  fortunes  nuist  often  seem  the 
result  of  some  unfathomable  mystery. 
Coidd  events  so  sui)ernatural  as  those 
told  by  the  Ancient  Mariner  be  so  ap- 
prf)prijite  to  a  landsman.  These  lisli- 
ermen  are  not  behiu'l  other  sea-faring 
men  in  either  the  munber  of  their  super- 
stitions or  the  faith  tliey  repose  in 
them.  But  Labrador,  in  time,  will 
<l(julitless  produce  more  astonishiua 
results  in  this  regard;  for  what  other 
region  OJ1  earth  otters  such  elemental 
powers,  such  weir<l  s<'enes,  such  im- 
pi'es>ive  harilships  and  horrors?  Here 
is  a  re;:ion  without  a  mile  of  road  in 
3,00<)  miles  of  coast;  I  never  elsewhere 
ajiiireciated  a  wheel  .and  a  hoiseshoe. 
Some  of  these  people  have  no  idea  of 
the  shape  and  .<ize  of  a  cow  or  a  horse, 
and  they  (lee  like  hares  at  the  coming 
of  a  stranger.  I  havestatctl  elsewhere  i 
that  lawlessness  often  prevails,  and  : 
that  those  who  are  in  need  do  not 
Uesitate  to  break  ojjcn  storesandhelp 
themsrlves.  But  their  most  astonish- 
ing traits  are  laziness  and  iniprovi- 
deucn  here  in  sight  of  heart-rending 
h.irdship  and  want.  Labrador,  how- 
ever, was  formerly  a  sea  of  plenty; 
fishing,  sealing,  traiqiing,  gave  even  the 
imlolent  a  sure.  thouL;h  a  miseiable 
living.  In  a  tew  weeks  the  average 
man  could  catch  fish    enough    to    ex- i 
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p«'0|  le  are  courteous  and  kind,  and  '  change  with  traders  fcr  the  neces- 
they  observe  well  tluir  reli.;ious  rites.  ;  saries  of  life  This  enabled  him  to

{>ound.  At  1.^1  Tabatiere  Cape  Mina- 
:ina,  a  noted  resort  of  seals,  the  com- 
t)ination  ot  net  nieasuies  about  seven 
aundred  fathoms.  When  .seals  are 
abundant.  se\eral  hundreds  and  even 
thousands  were  taken  there  in  a  sea- 
on.  In  a  favorable  cove  a  net  may 
>e  sunk  on  the  bottom  until  the  seaN 
•liter;  then  it  is  r.iised  with  awindla.ss 
•o  close  the  entivmcc,  and  the  men  in 
:he  boats  row  about  the  bay  and 
Irive  the  seals  into  the  meshes. 

The  ocean  sealing  is  the  most  cost- 
y  an<l  prwluctive  method.  Powerful 
teamers.  built  expres.slv  for  this 
vork,  and  manned  by  200  to  300 
neo,  are  seut  out  every  year  from  St. 


and  relieved  him  of  any  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility. But  now  fish,  oil  and 
fu:  are  no  loiv,'er  so  abundant.  The 
aver.-ige  family  spends  .about  .SlOOper 
ye.ir  to  uet  only  the  absolute  neces- 
sities of  life;  anil  yet  the  government 
is  obliged  very  often  to  distribute 
liour  and  pork  to  pr.;veiit  actual 
starvation;  and  it  offers  free  passage 
and  work  to  tho.se  who  will  leave  the 
cf>ast.  The  la/y  depend  upon  the  in- 
dustrious, the  provisions  are  shared, 
and  if  navigation  is  tardy,  the  first 
sail  is  watched  for  in  the  spring  with 
eagerne-ss. — C.  H.  Farnham,  in  Har- 
per's Magazine  foi         »ber.

Thnnder-Storms. 

There  will  be,  as  usual,  deaths  by 
lightning  this  season,  many  of  which 
might  be  prevented  by  the  commonest 
care.  The  great  body  of  people  suffer 
year  after  year  from  dread  of  ligntning. 
The  number  of  those  who  live  in  an 
almost  invincible  dread  of  thunder- 
storms is  very  large.  Some  of  the 
strongest  and  bravest  men  confess  to 
a  terror  in  storms  which  nearly  un- 
nerves them.  Army  ofiBcers,  who  can 
lead  theirbrigadesgallantly  into  action 
under  fire  of  shot  and  shell,  sicken  with 
]  a  fear  they  cannot  overcome  in  a 
;  thunder-storm. 

There  is  no  use  in  laughing  at  these 
nervous  terrors,  which  are  shared  by 
the  bravest  and  strongest.  Of  the  two, 
I  had  rather  be  the  man  of  fine,  keen 
nerves,  to  shiver  at  lightning,  than  the 
coarse-minded  person  who  laughs  at 
him. 

We  cannot  shirk  the  fact  that  there 
is  danger  in  lightning,  but  half  the 
dread  of  it  comes  from  the  phenomena 
being  so  little  understood.  The  old 
country  belief  that  lightning  strikes 
where  it  will,  an  1  it  is  of  no  use  to 
guard  against  it,  is  a  superstition  and 
a  barbarity,  for  it  leads  to  the  sicken- 
ing, useless  terror  so  many  untaught 
people  feel. 

Lightning  is  but  the  creature  of  the 
universe,  bound  to  obey  its  laws,  and 
incai)able  of  harm  oirtside  its  limits. 
The  summer  cloud  rises,  surcharged 
with  electricity,  which  .seeks  the  readi- 
est passage  to  the  earth,  or  from  one 
cloud  to  another.  All  hiuh  points 
offer  a  path  to  it,  but  all  are  not  alike 
acceptable;  as  electricians  say,  all  do 
not  offer  the  same  medium,  and  light- 
ning seeks  the  path  of  least  resistance. 

Thus  a  .stone  pillar  or  cliff  is  more 
likely  to  conduct  thelightningthanthe 
plain  at  its  feet;  a  growing  tree,  with 
the  sap  in  its  veins,  is  a  better  con- 
ductor than  the  stone;  an  iron  rod,  or 
chimney  with  hot  air  in  it, nearly  the 
height  of  the  tiee,  would  be  a  readier 
path  than  either  of  the  others.  A  live 
animal,  human  or  beast,  is  not  a  bad 
conductor  of  lightning,  but  its  height 
is  not  enough  to  single  it  out  as  a  mark 
for  the  bilt,  unless  greatly  exposed. 

Lightning  has  its  preferences,  we  may 
say;  that  is,  it  gets  to  the  ground 
easier  by  certain  fluids  and  substances 
than  by  others.  It  is  subtle  in  its 
movements,  with  well-known  affini- 
ties, for  the  current  of  hot  air  rising 
from  stove-chimneys,  for  the  invisible 
st  re.im  of  vapor  rising  from  a  stack  or 
barn  filled  with  new  hay,  for  the  fluids 
of  trees,  for  tho.se  of  live  animals,  and 
most  of  all,  for  metals.  If  noneof  these 
are  in  its  way,  it  leaps  to  the  earth  by 
way  of  the  buildings  or  hill-tops.  Our 
safety  lies  in  the  law  of  nature  that 
if  we  give  lightning  a  goo<i  and 
direct  way  of  re.iching  the  ground, 
it  is  not  going  to  talce  a  poorer  one. 
(Ii\  e  it  a  metal  rod,  higher  than  other 
object  around.  Insulate  this  rod, 
that  is,  .separate  it  by  a  non-metallic 
substance  from  the  nearest  su|>port, 
and  lead  it  down  to  the  bed  of  con- 
stant moisture  ten  feet  below  the  sur- 
face of  the  ground.  There  the  eli-ctric- 
ity  will  spread  harmlessly,  and  will 
not  destroy  your  house  nor  strike  the 
people  in  it. 

But  these  conditions  must  be  scrup- 
ulously filled.  The  lightning-rod  must 
be  large  enouith  to  carry  off  the  heav- 
iest disch.irge  likely  toreach  the  house. 
The  value  of  a  rod  as*  a  conductor  de- 
pends on  its  thickness,  not  its  surface, 
and  don't  let  any  lightning-rod  a'zent 
humbug  you  by  making  you  think 
otherwise. 

When  a  storm  is  coming,  don't 'wait 
for  rain  before  getting  under  cover, 
and  don't  carry  metal  tools  when 
thunder  sounds  overhead.  Better 
leave  the  hoeing,  or  the  hay,  and  get 
in  safe  quarters  in  time,  and  don't  sit 
in  the  barn  in  a  storm.  Close  the  win- 
dows of  the  house,  let  the  fire  down, 
and  keep  out  of  rooms  where  there  is 
fire.  Sit  in  the  middle  of  the  largest 
room  you  can  choose,  away  frojn 
.stoves,  or  stove-pipes,  pillars,  mirrors, 
iron  chairs,  registers  or  gas-fixtures — 
let  alone  telephones  or  electric  lights. 
In  a  storm  any  of  the.se  things  may 
conduct  lightning,  and  it  is  just  asfool- 
hardy  to  despise  these  pre<aution8  OS 
to  be  careless  about  loading  guns. 

.\t  night,  draw  the  bed  out  from  the 
corner  of  the  room,  as  far  from  the 
wall  and  chimney  as  possible.  Out  of 
doors,  k»'ep  away  from  walls,  trees, 
streams  or  wells,  and  telegraph-poles. 
Seek  shelter  in  a  open  hollow,  or  un- 
der bushes,  choosing  the  valley  rather 
than  the  hill-top  or  side. 

You  don't  want  to  take  chances 
with  lightning,  but  taking  every  cau- 
tion, keep  as  free  of  fear  as  you  can, 
for  the  chances  are  in  your  favor. 
People  who  take  care  of  theni-selves 
are  not  the  ones  who  are  injured  by 
lightning. 


Ben  Warte's  Strong  Prayer. 

A  story  told  me  by  Senator  Hender- 
-^on  about  the  late  "Ben"  Wade,  of 
Ohio,  sounds  characteristically  true 
to  the  popular  portraiture  of  thai 
sturdy  old  abolitionists.  Chief  Jus- 
tice Taney  was  in  feeble  health  about 
the  dose  of  Buchanan's  administra- 
tion. It  was  feared  in  Washington  by 
the  abolitionists  that  ho  might  die  be- 
fore Lincoln  was  inaugurated  and  give 
Buchanan  the  appointment  of  hissuc- 
cessor.  In  fact,  he  lived  along  until 
near  the  close  of  Lincoln's  lirst  term. 
\t  his  death  Lincoln,  it  will  be  remem- 
liered,  appointed  Salmon  P.  Chase, 
who  had  just  been  nominated  for  pres- 
ident by  a  convention  at  Cleveland, 
and  was  thus  a  rival.  Some  time  in 
18(3.3  Henderson  was  sitting  beside 
Wade  at  the  capitol  when  Chief  Ju-s- 
t  ice  Taney  walked  by.  Wade  spoke 
up  with  much  vigor:  "Just  look  at 
that  old  sinner — how  ere<'t  and  firm 
he  walks.  Why,  along  in  1859  and  '60 
I  was  praying  night  and  day  that  he 
mighfe  live  over  into  Lincoln's  terra. 
■Say,  Henderson,  it  strikes  me  I  must 
have  prayed  too  strong,  eh?" — ^Nev 
York  Tribune.

With  every  mill  in  Pittsburg  save  two 
asincj  natural  gas,  the  success  of  the 
ne.v  iuel  seems  to  b«  assured  beyond 
doubt.  The  fear  that  thesupply  may 
[nil,  which  has  prevented  many  from 
adopt-ing  thtt  j;as  .at  once.is  giving  way 
to  a'  feehng  ot  confidence  in  its  per- 
manency and  it  is  confidently  pre<Jicted 
that  Pittsburg  in  a  short  time  will  be 
one  of  the  cleanest  cities  in  the  coun- 
try. 


Tlie  tide  of  emigration  still  sweeps 
stronj;ly  into  Texas.  Advices  from 
[^Ilas  say  that  emigrant  wagons  are 
ste.idily  pouring  over  every  main  road 
le.iding  west.  It  is  estimated  that  10,- 
000  jH'ople  have  crossed  the  Central 
tra<k  in  the  last  three  months.  Jn 
addition  to  these,  every  passenger 
train  .averages  onefuUcaro'cmiiirants

A.  D.  Hazen,  third  assistant  post- 
master t^eottrah  in  his  annual  report, 
f^ays  that  the  tutal  jpostal  revenue 
during  the  year  wa«  $42,.5«>0,843, 
while  the  expenditures,  actual  and  es- 
timjiled.  including  compensation  to 
the  Paviiic  railroads  for  mail  carriage^ 
were  $50,912,^515,  leaving  the  excess 
ol  cstira.ated  total  cost  of  service 
over  ;:ro.-<s  rec-eipts  $8,381,571.

Canadian  Pacific  contractors  were 
paul  $1,200,000. 

The  Austrian  village  of  Grahova  was  de- 
stroyed by  a  land  slide.  The  disaster  was 
ca,iiKed  by  heavy  rains  wJiich  have  pre- 
vailed recently. 

The  terms  of  peace  dictated  to  Burmah 
by  the  British  government  are  the  fiay- 
ment  of  an  indemnity;  British  control  of 
revenues;  international  i.nd  sticia'  adiniiT- 
istration  liy  a  Itritish  resident,  iuid  all 
treaties  With  foreign  nations  to  be  can- 
celled. / 

Considerable  dis.satisfactlon  exists  in 
Prince  Albert  on  accrtunt  of  the  dL-l.iy  on 
the  part  of  the  iloMiinion  government  in 
settling  farmers'  clai:iis  for  losses  occa- 
siousd  by  the  late  rebellion.

The  inspectors  at  Metlileiraiseaiv 
and  Cuban  ports  will  be  retained  for  the 
present.

After  summarizing  the  reports 
as  to  the  condition  of  the 
Indian  tribes,  the  secretary  takes  up  tho 
question  of  Indian  schools.  There  are  n.w 
eltrhiy-six  day  schools,  with  an  average  at- 
teriQance  of  1,849;  eighty-four  boarding 
Bcbools,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
4,006;  seven  industiial  and  training  .schools, 
with  l,41i.'5  ]mpils;  and  twenty-three  con- 
tract Fchoois,  with  700  pupils.  I  he  amount 
of  cost  of  all  the  schools  is  .-1(897,2715.  On 
the  general  policy  of  educating  the  lu'Iians, 
and  on  other  quo.stions  relating  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Indians,  the  report  says:

The  report  of  CominisKioner  Spjirks  is 
too  long  for  enti  re  publication.  .Most  of  it 
is  devoted  to  expositions  of  frauds  juid 
abuses,  for  which  he  proposes  tho  following 
amendments  to  the  laws:

than  the  usu.'d  interest  is  manifested  iu  what 
Secretary  Lamar  would  oay  on  the  Indian, 
the  public  land,  the  pension  and  kindred 
questiocH,  After  summarizing  the  reports 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  several 
Indian  tribes,  tbo  secretary  takes  np  the 
quc-stion  of  Indian  scbool.1  There  are  n.w 
Dltfhty-s!x  day  schools,  with  an  averoire  at- 
tcifnance  of  1.849;  eijrhty-four  boarding 
Bchof>ls.  with  an  average  attendance  of 
4.0<«J;  seven  industiial  and  training'  schools, 
with  1,425  jiujuls;  and  twenty-thiee  con- 
tract Fchooi.s,  with  709  pupils.  The  amount 
of  cost  of  all  the  schools  is  .-1*97,2715.  On 
tho  general  policy  of  educating  the  lu'lians, 
and  ou  other  questions  relating'  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Indians,  the  rcDort  says:

The  Land  Commissioner's   Report. 

The  report  of  Commissioner  Sp.-irks  is 
too  long  for  enti  re  publication.  Most  of  it 
is  devoted  to  expositions  of  frauds  and 
abuses,  lor  which  he  proposes  thu  following 
amendments  to  the  laws: 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  home- 
stead law  bo  so  amended  as  to  provide!  hat 
the  public  lands  of  tho  United  States, other 
than  mineral  or  reserved  tinil.MT. lands.shall 
bedisposed  of  only  underits  provisions, ami 
th.at  these  be  strengthtiied  lo  s.'ciire  actu- 
al Inhabitancy,  improvciiient  itn  1  eultiv,-,- 
Jiqii,  Hi,  pi•^(t4ent  ti.ndiu  -us  to  tho  acoui- 
Sltion  of  any  rights  tlioreunder,  and  aliso- 
hilely  piohibiting  and  rendering  iiii-j.tory 
for  any  imrpfi.so  whatever  Jiny  sale  or  [ 
transfer  of  the  homestead  privilege,  or  of  j 
title  derived  or  to  bo  derived  thereuuder,  ' 
prior  to  the  issue  of  patent.  The  law  I 
should  provide  for  substantial  and  not 
merely  pro  forma  proofs,  and  appliiationa 
and  proofs  slioiilj  not  beperiuitied  to  Ix) 
made  before  any  otherollicer  than  the  land 
otlirers  of  the  United  States.  No  change  0I 
the  time  within  which  proof  is  required  to  bo 
mhdeappenrs  to  me  necessary  or  expedient 
but  I  regard  it  as  of  lirst  import. nice  that 
no  entry  or  application  should  bo  allowed 
before  the  actual  estnblislinieiit  of  a  per- 
manent residence  ou  the  land,  and  that 
proof  shouli  not  Iw  peniiittod  before  the 
expiration  of  the jireseiibed  period  of  five 
years  from  date  of  actual  entry.

Very  many  mcu 
have  scruples  against  drinking  hard 
liiiuor  of  any  sort.  Others  have 
serujiles  agaiust  drinking  hard  liquor, 
and  uMht.s  lind  that  it  goes  against 
tliem  to  drink  brandy  or  whisky  be- 
fore dinner.  Still  the  majority  of 
them  used  to  tlrink  their  whisky 
straight  and  sail  nothing.  When

the  whi.sky  bottle  and  glasses  without 
askin;;  a  questiijn.

Hticd  the  sprctator«,  it  nearly  crazed 
the  conscience  stricken  mother. 

One  can  scarcely  overestinm1:e  the 
r>ibtlier's  influence,  in  the  moulding  of 
tlie  character  of  her  ofrs^T.ing.  But 
how  ofliii,  oh,  how  often,  do  mothers 
jeein  to  ignore  this  responsibility. 

During  a  recent  trip  on  the  rail  the 
tvriter  made  the  acqu>>intance  of  Dr. 
.v.  .1.  Benedict,  of  Sacketts  Harbor, 
.S',  .Y.,  a  person  who  has  made  a  study 
of  human  development.  Ileferring  to 
the  murderous  leniency  Ot  the  times, 
we  askeil  that  eminent  man  if  the  out- 
look was  not  discouraging? 

"It  looks  so,"  he  said,  "but  I  fancy 
W8  have  a  cause  and  the  reme<ly?or 
such  evils.  In  my  professional  career 
I  have  found  by  hard  study  that  we 
have  emerged  from  savagery  by  devel- 
opment of  the  nervous  system  and 
the  intellectual  life,  and  we  return  to 
savagery  as  we  i-^nore  the  fact  that 
wit  bout  thesolid. trustworthy  nervous 
system,  we  cannot  hope  to  save  the 
race.  Boys  stuff  dime  novels,  and 
the  pistol  is  to  them  the  only 
r.spectably  glorious  instrument  to  se- 
cure fame.  Women  read  tr.ishy  liter- 
ature and  straightway  try  to  murder 
their  husbands  and  fiieiids  liy  poison. 
Business  men  yield  to  the  tempter, 
and  forze  and  steal  ami  default.  Min- 
isters, charmed  by  beauty,  forget  the 
beliests  of  conscience.  Oil  every  side 
we  see  the  weakness  of  personal  in- 
tegrity." 

"Do  you  regard  it  as  a  disease?" 

"More  especially  as  the  result  of  dis- 
ease which,  however,  may  be  prevent- 
ed." 

"Please  define  how." 
"I  cannot  now  enter  into  details. 
Our  people  can  .see  their  bodies,  their 
blood,  their  bones  They  never  see 
thei-r  nerves  an. I  conse<iuentiy  many 
do  not  sujipose  they  h.ive  any.  The 
farmer's  wife  rejoices  in  a  big,  ph'ysical 
Irame.  and  yet  she  dies  prematurely. 
The  nerve  cannot  stand  the  strain  of 
continual  work.  Tho  minister  falls 
dead  in  his  pulpit,  but  he  never  did  a 
day's  physical  work  in  his  liie.  The 
lawyer  faints  in  the  presence  of  the 
L'ourt  and  is  soon  a  wreck  or  a  corpse, 
and  yel  the  work  is  nerve* work.  The 
man  of  a  Hairs  is  overcome  with  apo- 
plexy; the  politician  and  publicist,  with 
Bright's  disease,  "^fhe  mind  of  the  un- 
tutored man  is  lired  by  the  exploits  of 
crime  and  he  longs  lor  such  fame. 
These  persons  o\erwork  or  over-ex- 
cite the  nervous  .system  and  this  fact 
kills  or  demor.ilizes  them."

Where  tlie  iitorm  Kinif  KeUrns. 

Many  of  our  .severest  storms  form 
in  the  region  ju3t  west  of  the  Misais- 
sippi  river,  pass  eastward  oft  the  At- 
lauiiecoa.Ht,  and  augmenting  in  force 
as  ihcy  cross  tho  ocean,  continue  their 
cour.se  over  Europe  until  dissipated 
by  eneoninterine  some  runfje  of  moun- 
tains. Between  July  and  October  the 
United  States  is  usually  visited  by  from 
one  to  three  heavy  storms,  which  come 
lip  from  the  West  Indies,  crossing  the 
extreme  Southern  states  in  a  north- 
easterly direction,  and  then  following 
up  the  coast.  Violent  gales  always 
attend.  It  is  claimed  that  millions  of 
dollars  annually  are  saved  to  shipping 
interests  of  tho  Atlantic  ports  by 
means  of  the  warnings  displayed  by 
the  signal  service  several  hours  m  ad- 
vance of  these  storms.  A  cold  wave  is  an 
immense  river  of  air  flowing  from  the 
Arctic  regions  southward  through 
Hritish  America,  and  entering  the 
United  States  between  the  Rocky 
mountains  and  the  great  lakes,  whence 
it  spreads  out  Plast  and  South.  It  al- 
ways comes  from  the  same  direction, 
and  usually  takes  about  twenty-four 
hours  to  travel  from  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  to 
New  York  and  Wasnington.  As  the  cold 
waves  couir  from  tLe  Northwest,  it 
Would  be  natural  to  suppose  that  the 
warm  waves  come  from  the  equatorial 
regions.  But  such  is  not  the  case. 
They  also  come  from  the  Northwest 
When  observations  become  more  gen- 
oral  over  tho  entire  world,  it  is  pre- 
sumed that  this  seeming  inconsistency 
will  be  oxplrtiiiod. 

No  storm  of  the  Pacific  coast  evei 
reaches  us,  as  in  croa-ing  successively 
the  .several  ranires  of  mountains  inter- 
veuinij,  the  atiuo^tphere  is  forced  up 
to  such  an  elevation  that  all  moistnre 
is  condensed  by  cold  and  it  descends 
the  eastern  slope  of  the  Rocky  moun- 
tains a  jjerfectly  dry  air;  indeed,  so 
vo  il  of  all  humiility  that  hunters  cure 
fresh  meat  in  the  middle  of  summer 
by  simply  hanging  it  on  the  limbs  of 
trees,  and  the  rei^ion  for  a  hundred 
miles  e:wt  of  the  hills  is  a  barren  waste

Emerit^ncies  srrowlnif  ont  of  civil  war  In  the 
United  States  of  Columbia  demandml  of  tho  «ov- 
emment  at  the  iK^xiuuiuir  ot  this  aJuilnistralion 
the  emplovi.;eat  of  an  armed  force  to  fulfill  its 
imaranlees  iiudor  tho  thlrty-fifUi  article  of  the 
tr..aty  of  l*li;.  in  order  to  koop  the  trau-iit  oiHjn 
across  the  Isthmus  of  Pan-.m;;.  Desirous  of  ex- 
erclsimjonly  the  power-*  oxnre'^sly  reserved  to 
us  by  tho  treaty,  ami  miaUful  of  the  iK'hts  of 
Columbia,  the  torce'<  .-.eat  to  the  Isth- 
mus were  Instructed  to  uontino  their 
action  to  "posillTuiy  ami  eSiuaclonsly* 
preventln>;  tha  transit  and  Its  aooc>mories 
from  beinit  "lutejniDted  or  em  barrassod.  * 
The  execution  of  this  delicate  and  raApou^ible 
task  neoessarllv  Involved  pallo«  ountrol  wwero 
the  local  authority  wa,-!  tomporarlly  pow  rloM, 
but  always  tu  aid  of  tha  sovuruiKUlv  of  Colam- 
bla.  The  prompt  and  Riircessrul  foIflllmAnt  of

whatever  might  bi  the  detlnitlon  aad  penult  >■ 
of  their  acts  iiirler  tha  lunnlciiMil.  law  ofthe 
state  a«iinst  w!io.'<e  authority  th-.-y  were  in  re- 
volt. The  denial  by  this  government  of  tflt  Co- 
lombian pnipiWiiloha,  did'  not. froweTar.' imply 
the  admlHsiea  ot  a  lielli^^reut  status  on  the  part 
of  the  lusiirtirftts.

THB  JncAR.VOUAX  CAXAU 

The  Interest  of  the  U3ite<i  Statr.i  In  a  practi- 
cal trsnsic  for  shlpa  across  th*  strip  of  land  seji- 
aratinic  the  .\tlautic  from  tb4  I'acitic  has  been 
rpi«al«<lly  maalfe«te<t  darloK  the  last  half-cen- 
tury. My  Unmedlate  predecessor  caosod  to  tie 
neKOtlated  with  Nicaraeua  a  treaty  for  the  con- 
struction by  and  at  the  sole  coat  of  ihj  Uniteil 
States  of  a  canal  throuith  Nicarairoan  territorv, 
and  laid  before  the  senate,  pemlins  tho  action 
of  that  b-Kly  thereon.  I  withdrew  the  treaty  for 
re-examinatiun.  Attentive  consideration  of 
its  proTiaiom.  leads  me  lo  wlt.bhold 
It  from  re-snbniission  lo  the  senate. 
Malntainins.  as  I  do,  the  (losiiioa  of  s  hue  of 
presideuts  from  Washiugton's  day  which  pro- 
icnbes  entanidini;  alliances  with  foreign  stales, 
I  do  not  favor  a  pollcv  of  acquLsltion  of  new  and 
di?t;tnt  territory  or  the  incorpor,itlon  of  remoto 
Intere-its  with  our  own.  Laws  of  proeress  are 
vital  and  oriranlc,  and  wc  must  be  conscious  of 
that  irreslHtible  tidu  ot  C'>mmerclnl  expan:<iou 
which,  as  the  concomitai>t  ot  cur  active  civillza- 
tlou,  day  by  day  is  t>einz  nrwd  onward 
by  those  increasinit  facilities  of  proiluclion, 
transportation,  and  commnntcaiion  to  which 
steam  and  electricity  have  eivsn  birth. 
But  our  duty  in  the  present  inetmcts  us  to  ad- 
dress ourselves  mainly  to  tha  development  of 
the  vast  resources  of  thU  irreat  area  committed 
CO  our  charge  aad  the  ouUivatlon  of  the  arcs  of 
peace  within  onr  borders  ihrotnjh  Jealousy  alort 
lu  preveutlne  the  American  hemisphere  from 
beintr  involvc-l  In  the  poUiieal  problem*  and 
complications  of  diataut  irovernmeuta  thereon. 
I  am  unable  to  recommend  propositions  Involv- 
irj;  paramount  priTileares  of  ownership  or.  riuht 
outside  of  our  own  territory  when  c-nnpled 
with  absolute  a:.d  unlimited  cnKatreiucuts 
to  defend  the  territorial  InteKrliy  of 
the  «tat«  where  such  interests  lie. 
While  the  iteneral  prospect  of  c<miiectiDK  the 
iwo  ooeiins  ny  means  of  a  canal  is  to  l»e  enconr- 
aaced,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  any  scheme  to 
iliat  end  to  be  considere<i  wiih  favor  should  be 
tree  from  the  features  al'Uded  to.  The  Tehtiau- 
tepec  route  is  de«Urod  by  cnirineers  of  highest 
rejuite  and  by  competent  scientific  men  to 
afford  .in  entirely  practicable  transit  for  vessels 
ami  cariroes  by  means  of  a  ship  railway  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Paciflc.  Th-  obvious  advan- 
tages of  such  a  route,  if  feasililc,  over  others 
more  remote  from  the  axial  lines  of  trafllc  l)e- 
tween  Europe  and  the  Pacific,  and  por- 
tlcnlarly  between  the  valley  of  the  Mlc'is- 
sipi>i  and  the  western  coast  of  Noith  aad 
South  .\merica,  are  deserving  of  consicferatioa 
Whatever  highway  may  lie  conslruct*il  across 
the  barrier  dividing  the  twn  gr«ate«i  marltlm* 
areas  of  the  world  must  be  for  the  world's  Itonefii, 
a  trnst  for  mankind  to  be  removed  from  the 
chan>.>:  of  domination  by  any  slatle  pow*r  uor 
become  a  point  of  In  vita' ton  for  hostilitieB  or  a 
prize  for  warlike  ambition.  An  enga^rement 
combining  the  oonatructlon,  ownerctdp  and 
operation  of  such  a  work  by  this  govcrumcnt 
with  au  oiTsQslve  and  defennive  olUauco  for  its 
protection  with  the  foreign  £tata  wbou  reaiwn- 
sibillties  and  rights  we  would  have,  is.  In  my 
judgment,  iuconkistent  with  snch  dedication  to 
universal  and  neutral  use,  and  would,  moreover, 
entail  measures  for  its  realization  Iwvond  tho 
scope  of  our  national  policy  or  present  means. 
The  lapse  of  years  has  abundantly  confirmed 
the  wisdom  and  foresight  of  these  earlier  admin- 
istrations whioh  long  before  llie  conditions  ot 
maritine  intercourse  were  changed  and  enlarged 
by  the  pregress  of  the  a.'e,  proclaimed  the  vital

ers. .V  c-mrura'iee  of  d-'leg.itoa  of  the  nriacloil 
commeroial  nations  wa-*  held  at  Berlin  Inst  win- 
ter to  dlscus'*  methods  whereby  the  Congo  basin 
migbt  be  kept  opea  to  the  world's  trade.  I)«lc-

Ko  onportnnlty  haa  l^n 
omittod  to  testify  tho  friendliness  of  this  gov- 
ernment towartl  Cnrea,  whoas  entrance  Into 
tUe  family  of  trojity  powers  the  Unl- 
loti  Stales  were  tje  first  to  rocogaize. 
I  regard  with  favor  the  aiipUcatlon  made  by  the 
Cor^aii  govammeut  to .  be  allowed  to  employ 
Amoriuan  cflioers  as  military  instructors,  to 
wiilch  the  .issant  of  congress  b;como»  ncee-iarv, 
und  I  am  h-'  ppy  to  say  tlU  request  has  th.'  con- 
current sanction  of  China  and  Japan.  The  ar- 
rest and  imprisonment  of  Julian  R  Santous,  a 
citizen  of  the  United  Spates,  by  the  authorities 
of  Ecuador  uave  rise  to  a  cuntcntion  with  tint 
government,  in  which  hLs  right  to  be  releasod  tu- 
to  have  a  fair  and  impariial  trial  ou  anuouuQed 
charges  and  with  all  guarautees  of  defense  stip- 
ulated be  treaty  was  ln»tsied  upon  by  us. 
.After  eialtorate  cirrespondenco  auU  repeated 
aad  earnest  reoreseutations  on  our  part,  Mr. 
S^atous  was,  after  an  allnged  trial  and  couvic- 
tior.  eventually  included  in  a  general 
dseree  of  amnosiy,  and  jiardoned  by  the  Eoua- 
dorl;in  executive  and  released,  leaving  the  ques- 
tl 'U  of  his  American  citizenship  d-aitst  by  the 
Reuadorian  government,  bni  insisted  upon  by 
our  own.  The  amount  adjudged  l>y  the  late 
French  ami  American  claims  cimmlsslon  to  lie 
due  from  the  United  States  to  French  claimants 
ou  account  of  Injorles  sufforod  by  then!  during 
tho  war  of  seoeselon  having  been  ap- 
propriated by  the  last  congress.  has 
b..vn  duly  tuUd  the  French  government. 
The  act  of  Feb.  25.  1885,  provided  for  a  prelim- 
'iiary  search  of  the  records  of  the  French  prize 
cjurt  for  evidence  b<wiiiA  on  the  claims  of 
American  citixena  against  France  for  spoliation* 
committed  prior  to  1801.  The  duty  has  been 
perlormed,  and  the  report  of  the  agent  will  ije 
luid  befor.i  you.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  restric- 
tions upon  '.he  lrai>ortatl«n  of  our  pork  into 
France,  notwithstanding  the  abundant  demon- 
stration of  the  absence  of  sanitary  danger  In  its 
use,  are  yet  In  force;  bnt  I  entertain  strong  hopes 
that,  with  the  understanding  ot  the  matter,  this 
—  xatious  prohibition  will  be  removed.  It  would 
\k  pleasing  to  t>e  able  to  say  as  much  with  re- 
B|iect  to  Uennany,  Austria  aud  other  countries, 
where  such  food  products  arc  absolutely  exclnd- 
eJ,  without  present  prospect  of  reasonable 
change. 

ItKI.ATIO!fS  WITH  OERXAHT. 

The  Interi'.retatlon  of  onr  existing  treaties  of 
natnralizatiiin  b*  O.innany  durlug  the  past  year 
has  a'.trioted  atteutlou  by  reasou  of  an  apparent 
tendency  on  tho  part  of  ihe  luii>erlal  government 
to  e.xtend  the  scope  of  tho  resiaVntial  restrictions 
to  nkliich  returnini:  naturalized  citizens  of  Uer- 
mau  erigin  are  a.ssortad  to  bs  liable,  under  the 
luw-*  of  the  empire.  The  temperate  and  Just  atli- 
tndt' taken  by  this  government  with  regard  to 
this  class  of  iiuestions  wUl  doubtless  lead  to  a 
satisfactary  understanding.  The  dispute  of  Oer- 
mnnv  ami  Spain  relative  lo  the  denomination  of 
the  Caroline  t<U.iiids  has  attracted  the  attention 
of  ihii.  goveri.inent  by  reason  of  cxLenniva  inter- 
ests (if  Amerlcau  citizens  having  grown  np  in 
these  parts  during  ihe  past  thirty  years,  and  l)e- 
caa.>u  the  question  of  ownership  involves  Juris- 
diction of  matters  offeetlug  the  status  of  our 
citiz.-ns  und.^r  clril  and  criminal  law,  whilst 
stundlug  whully  aloof  from  the  iiroprietary 
Issues  raUod  lietween  powers  to  both  of  whom 
the  Uultej  States  is  friendly.  This  govumment 
exi>ects  that  nothing  in  the  present  coutontion 
shall  unfavorahly  alfoct  our  citizens  carrying  on 
a  peaceful  comm-.>rce  or  there  domloited  and  has 
so  Informed  the  governments  of  8  aln  and  Gor- 
maiiv.

majesiy's  cvivernmont  in  Jnus  last,  whereby  as-

neighliorhood,  of  the  oommercial  Interooursa  of 
adjacent  eommuDltie*.  the  quesilonof  the  North 
Americaa  flsbtrles  Is  oue  of  mnob  importance.

The  Aivtlo 
exploring  steamer  Alert,  which  was  generously 
given  by  h-sr  majesty's  government  to  aid  la  the 
relief  of  the  Oroely  expedition,  was,  afte'  thi 
HiKccssfuI  att.iinmerit  of  that  bumar.e  purpose, 
rcltirned  to  Oreat  Britain  la  pursnauoe  of  the 
jinthorlty  coaf»rrcd  by  the  act  of  March  3,  188.3. 
Tho  tnadequioy  of  the  existing  arrangements 
for  extrailitloa  betwe>'n  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  has  long  been  ajiprireut.  The 
tenth  article  of  the  treaty  of  18£'_'.  eho  of  t:ie 
earliest  compaius  In  this  regard  entered  into  by 
us,  ^ttpnlated  for  surrender  in  respect  of  a  lim- 
ited naml>er  of  offenses.

Nrgotiatlons  with  her  majesty's  government  tor 
an  enlarged  treaty  of  extradition  have  lieon

THE  AI.Ai>K.\  BOUXDAHT. 
The  frontier  line  Ijctween  .Alaska  and  British 
Columbia,  as  detinod  by  the  treaty  of  cession 
with  Russia,  follows  the  delnrkation  assigned 
In  a  prinr  treaty  between  Groat  Britain  and 
Kussu.  Molern  exploration  a:scloses  that  this 
ancient  Iwuadary  Is  Impractlcible,  is  a  geo- 
graphical factor  in  the  uns.-'tLled  con'lition  of 
the  region.  The  question  has  lacked  Impor- 
tance, but  the  discovery  of  mineral  wealth  in  the 
territory  the  line  Is  supposed  to  traverse,  ad- 
monishes tUiit  the  time  has  couie  when  an  ac- 
curate kno'A  ledge  of  tile  boundary  is  needful  to 
av  rt  jurisdictional  complicalions.

It  Is  gratifying  to  revert  to  the  cordiality  of 
our  Intercourse  with  Spain.  The  long-pending 
claim  of  the  owners  nf  the  ship  Unmasonic  for 
loss  suffered  through  the  admitted  dereliction  of 
the  Spanish  antliorttles  In  the  Philippine  Islands 
has  been  adjustci^  by  arbltra'lon  and  an  Indem- 
nity award.  The  principle  m  arliltrationin  such 
oasi's,  to  which  the  United  States  have  long  and 
constant  y  adhered,  thus  receives  a  tresh  and 
gratifying  confirinati^m.  Other  questions  wiUi 
Spain  have  been  disposed  of.  or  are  under  diplo- 
ma: ic  consideratiuu,  Willi  a  view  to  Just  and 
hunoraiilo  suttleineut.  The  0|>eratlon  of  tne 
c-immercial  agreement  with  Spain  of  Jan.  2  and 
Fob.  I  J,  1884.  bns  been  found  Inadequate  to  the 
commercial  needs  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Spanish  Antilles,  uirl  the  terair:  of  the  agreo- 
mcnt  are  subjected  lo  eonflic  ing  Interpretations 
lu  those  islands.  X  'oiiatlous  have  been  Insti- 
tuted at  Madrid  fur  a  tuil  treaty  not  o|)en  to 
these  objections,  and  In  the  line  of  the  general 
policy  touching  the  neighborly  intercourse  of 
proximate  communities,  to  which  I  elsewhere 
advert,  and  aiming  moreover  at  the  removal  of 
existing  burdens  and  annoying  restrictions; 
and,  although  a  satisfactory  termination  is  prom- 
ised. I  am  compelled  to  delay  its  announcement. 
An  international  copyright  convention  was  held 
at  Barne,  in  September,  on  the  invitation  of  the 
Swiss  government.  Tho  envoy  of  tho  United 
States  attended  as  a  delegate,  but  refrained  from 
committing  this  government  to  the  results,  even 
by  signing  the  recommendatory  protocol 
adopted.  The  Interesting  and  Important  sub- 
ject of  International  copyright  has  been  before 
von  for  seven  1  years.  Acii.m  Is  certainly  d.\sir- 
ab'o  to  effect  the  opjsct  in  view;  and,  while  there 
mav  tie  question  as  .to  the  relative  advunt^ige  of 
treating  it  by  legislation  or  by  sjieclflc  treaty, 
the  matured  views  of  the  Berne  conference  can- 
not fall  to  aid  your  consideration  of  the  subject. 

BEIJlTION.S  WITH  TUKKET. 

The  termination  of  the  commercial  treatv  of 
18.02  k)etwe€n  the  United  States  aud  Turkey  has 
been  sought  by  that  government.  While  th^re 
is  question  as  to  the  suffloiency  of  the  notice  of 
termination  given,  yet  us  tha  commercial  rights 
of  our  citizens  in  Turkey  come  under  the  fav- 
ored national  guarantees  of  the  prior  treaty  of 
iKliO.  and  as  eqn  il  troatment  is  admitted  by  tho 
parties,  no  inconvenience  can  result  from  the 
assent  of  this  government  to  the  revision  of  the 
Ottoman  tariff  in  which  the  treaty  powers  have 
Ix'cn  Invited  to  join.  Questions  concerning  onr 
citizens  in  Turkey  may  be  affected  bvthe  porte's 
non-acqulescencc  in  the  rlgh'.,  of  expatriation 
and  by  the  imposition  of  religious  tests  as  a  con- 
dition of  rciidenoe.  In  which  this  government 
cannot  concur.  The  United  States  must  hold  In 
their  intercourse  with  every  power,  that  the  sta- 
tus of  their  citizens  Is  to  be  respected  and  equal 
civil  privileges  accorded  to  them  without  renard 
to"  creed,  and  affected  by  no  consUlerattons  save 
those  growing  out  of  domiciliary  return  to  the 
land  of  original  allegiance  or  of  nnfulflllcd 
ftersonal  oblig.itlon  which  may  survive  under 
municipal  laws  after  such  return.  The  negotia- 
tions Willi  Venezuela  rclitivo  to  the  rehearing  of 
the  awards  of  the  mixed  commission  constituted 
under  the  treaty  of  14U(>  was  resumed  in  view 
of  the  recent  acqr'^sci'nce  of  the  Venezuelan  en- 
voy in  the  principal  |xdnt  advanced  by  this  gov-. 
ernment,  that  the  effects  of  the  old  treaty  would 
only  be  set  aside  by  the  ojieration  of  a  new 
convoullon.  a  result  In  eubs;antlal  accord 
with  the  advisory  suggestions  oontalned 
in  the  Joint  resolution  of  March  3,  1883, 
has  been  agreed  upon  and  will  shortly  be 
submitted  to  the  senate  for  ratification. 
Under  section  30r>9  of  the  revised  slatntes,  all 
funds  held  in  trust  by  the  United  Slates,  and 
the  annu:.l  interest  accruing  thereon,  wh^n  not 
otherwise  retjaired  by  treaty  of  the  United 
States,  bear  a  rate  of  Interest  not  less  than 
6  per  cent  per  annum.  There  being  now  no 
procurable  stocks  paying  so  high  a  rate  of  inter- 
est, the  letter  of  the  «tatu:o  is  at  present  inap- 
plicable, bnt  its  spirit  is  subserved  by  continu- 
ing to  make  investments  uf  the  uati  r,?  in  cur- 
rent stocks  bearing  the  highest  rate  of  Interest 
now  paid.  The  statute,  however,  makes  no  pro- 
vision for  the  disposal  of  such  accretions.  It 
being  contrary  to  the  general  rule  of  this  gov- 
ernment to  allow  interest  on  claims.  I  recom- 
mend tha  repeal  of  the  provision  in  question, 
and  the  disposition  under  uniform  rule  of  the 
present  accumulations  from  investment  of  trust 
funds.  The  Inadequacy  of  existing  legislation 
touching  citiz  nshipand  naturalization  demands 
your  cousld.-ration.  No  statutory  provision 
exists  providing  means  for  renouncing  citizen- 
ship by  an  Americ m,  native  Ixirn  or  uatnralized, 
nor  for  terminaiiug  and  vacatiug  an  Improper 
acquisition  of  citizenship— even  a  fraudulent 
decree  of  tSiturallzation  canuot  now  t>e  can- 
celled. Tho  privilege  and  tranchiseof  American 
clliz?nship  should  be  granted  with  care,  and 
extended  lo  those  only  who  intend  in  good  faith 
to  assume  its  duties  aud  responsibilities  when 
attaining  Its  privileges  and  benefits.  It  should 
lie  withheld  from  those  who  merely  go  through 
the  forms  of  naturalization  with  the  intent  of 
escaping  the  duties  of  their  origiaal  allegiance 
wdthoui  taking  upon  themselves  those  of  their 
new  status,  or  who  may  acquire  the  rights  of 
.American  citizenship  for  no  other  than  a  hostile 
purpose  tuward  their  origl.ial  jrovernineuts. 
These  evils  have  had  man)'  flagrant  illustrations. 
I  regard  with  favor  the  suggestion  put  forth  by 
one  of  my  predecessors  that  provision  mav  be 
made  for  a  central  bureau  of  record  of  th^  de- 
crees of  naturalization  granted  by  the  various 
courts  throughout  the  United  States  now 
Invested  with  thit  power.  The  rights  which 
spring  from  domloUe  In  the  tlnited  States, 
especially  when  coupled  with  a  declaration  of 
Intention  to  become  a  citiz-?!!,  are  worthy  of 
dcllnltlou  by  statute.  Tho  stranger  coming  here 
with  lutent  to  remain,  establishing  his  lesldeuce 
In  our  midst,  contributing  to  the  general  wel- 
fare, aad  by  his  voluntary  aut  declaring  his  pur- 
pose to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  citUtn- 
shlp,  thereby  gains  lachoal^  status  which  IckIs- 
lallon  may  properly  define.  The  laws  of  oa* laln 
states  and  territories  admit  a  domiciled  a'^a  to 
liie  local  franchise,  conferring  on  hliu  th/D  fights 
of  citizenship  to  a  degree  which  placef  aim  in 
the  anomalous  position  of  being  a  ci'xzea  of  a 
state  and  yet  not  of  the  United  Sts«».  Within 
the  purview  of  feder:tl  and  in'^nutlonal  law, 
it  Is  important  within  the  tooR^of  national  leg- 
islation to  define  this  right  o*  alien  domicde  as 
distinguished  from  federal  mtumlization:

The  commercial  relations  of  the  United  States 
with  their  Immedla  e  neighbors  and  with  im- 
portant areas  of  traWc  aeai  our  aUorw  sogKest 


eepejlatly  liberal  Interoonrve  between  them  and 
na  Following  the  treaty  of  1 883,  with  Mexico, 
which  rested  on  the  basis  of  a  reciprocal  ex- 
emption from  cn«toiu9  duties  other.slmilar  trea- 
ties were  initialed  by  my  predecessor.  Recog- 
nizing the  neoJ  of  less  obstructed  traffic  with 
Cuba  and  TortB  Rloo.  and  met  by  thrj  desire  of 
Spain  lo  succor  laugnishing  tntoreot?  in  the 
Antilles,  steps  were  taken  to  attain  these  ends 
by  a  treaty  of  commeroo.  A  similar  treaty  w.is 
arterw-ird  signed  by  th9  D.smiuicm  republic. 
Subsequently  overtures  wero  made  by  her 
Britannic  majesty's  government  for  a  like 
mutual  extension  of  commercial  iatcrcourse  with 
the  British  West  Inditu  aud  South  American  de- 
pendencies, but  without  result.  On  taking 
otflc2  I  withdrew  for  re-examination  the  treaties 
si;rned  with  Spain  and  Santo  Domingo,  thca 
lienditrj  before  the  senate.  The  result  has  been 
to  satisfy  me  of  the  inexpediency  of  entering 
nto  engagements  of  this  character  not  coveriag 
the  entire  traffio.  These  treaties  contempla'eJ 
the  surrender  by  the  United  States  or  large 
revenuesfor  inadequate  consideration  upon  su'/ar 
alone.  Duties  wore  surrendered  lo  an  amount 
far  exceeding  all  the  advantages  offered  la  ex- 
change. Even  were  it  ialeudedto  relieve  our 
consumers,  it  was  evident  that  so  long  as  the 
exemption  but  partially  covered  ourlrni>ortaMon 
such  relief  would  b;  illusory.  To  tclinqui.xu  a 
revenue  so  essential  seemed  highly  Improvident. 
at  a  time  when  uew  and  large  drains  upou  the 
treasury  were  contemplate*!.  Moreover  embirras- 
Ing  questions  would  have  arisen  under  the  favor- 
ed nation  clauses  of  treaties  with  other  n. lions. 
As  further  objactloa,  it  is  evident  that  t.ardT  if  g- 
ulation  bv  treaty  diminished  tiiat  Independent 
control  over  lis  own  revenues  which  is  essential 
for  tha  safety  and  weltaro  of  any  government. 
Emergency  cilling  for  an  Increase  of  taxation 
mav  at  auy  tirao  arise,  and  no  engsgenient  with 
a  foreign  J ower  should  exist  to  hamiier  the  ac- 
tion of  the  government,  by  the  fourteenth  sec- 
tion of  the  sliipidng  act,  approved  June  2ti, 
1"<H1.  cirtaln  reduct:ons  and  contingont  exemp- 
tions from  tonnage  dues  were  m  ido  as  to  vessels 
entering  [lorts  ot  the  United  Stales  from  any 
foreign  ivrt  In  North  and  Central  America,  the 
West  India  islamls,  the  Bahamas  an  1  Bermadas, 
M"XIco  and  the  isthmusas  fir  as  Asi)inwall  aad 
Panama.  The  governments  of  Belgium,  Denmark, 
fr-rmanj-.  Portugal,  and  Sweden  and  Norway 
have  asserted  under  the  favored  nation  clause  in 
their  treaties  with  the  United  States  a  claim  to 
like  treatment  la  respect  to  vessels  comini'to 
the  United  States  from  their  h  ime  ports.  This 
government,  however,  holds  that  the  privileges 
granted  by  the  act  are  purely  geographical, 
enuring  to  any  vessel  of  any  foreign  iKiwer  Mint 
nny  clioose  to  engage  ia  Iraflio  between  this 
country  and  any  port  within  th.- ib'tlned  zonj; 
and  no  warrant  exists  under  the  most  favored 
nation  clause  fnr  the  extension  of  I  he  privi- 
leg.'B  in  question  to  vessels  sailing  to  this  coun- 
try from  ports  outside  the  limitation  of  the  kct. 
Undoublodiv  tho  relations  of  commerce  Willi  our 
near  neighbors  whose  territories  form  so  la'ge  a 
frontier  Hue  dlMciIt  to  be  guarded,  nod  who  find 
in  our  country  and  equally  offer  lo  nsi  national 
markets,  demand  special  and  considerate  treat- 
ment. It  lests  with  congress  to  con.sidei  what 
action  may  increase  fscilltles  of  intercourse 
which  contiguity  makes  natural  and  desira- 
ble. I  eaiueslly  urge  that  congress  recast  the 
appropil  itbms  for  the  maint'-iiaoce  of  the 

DIPLOM-iTIC  ASI)  CONSULAR  SERVICE 
on  a  footing  commensurate  with  tlie  liuportanca 
of  our  national  III. ereits.  At  every  post  wiiera 
a  representative  is  necessary  the  salary  should 
b'  so  graded  as  lo  permit  tho  incumlsvat  to  live 
with  comfort.  With  tlie  assignmeut  of  ;.d  -quale 
salaries,  tlie  so-called  noliirial  extra  oflioia!  lecs, 
which  ont  officers  abroad  are  now  permitted  to 
Ireai  as  personal  peiquisites,  should  lie  done 
away  witli.  Every  act  requiring  the  certlfici!- 
tloa  and  seal  of  the  oHlcers  shoibl  be  la.\.i'jlo  at 
set  schedule  rates  and  the  fee  theri  for  returned 
to  the  treasury.  Bv  restoring  tli^se  reve'ines  to 
the  public  use  the  consular  r-ivice  would  b'-> 
self-sustaining,  evco  with  a  IHicrl  Increase  of 
the  present  low  salaries.  In  rurther  jireven  Ion 
Of  abas's,  a  system  of  consular  Insp-cllon 
should  Ik'  Instituted.  he  appointment  of  a 
limiiel  nutiiUer  ot  secretaries  of  legation  at 
large  to  be  assigned  to  duty  wher -vcr  uece.-.sarv, 
and  in  pariicuiar  for  leinporary  service  at  mis- 
sions which  for  any  cause  m'lv  be  witiiout  a 
heal  should  also  be  authorized.  1  tavi.r  u'so 
the  authorization  for  the  detail  of  officers  of  iho 
regular  service  as  military  or  naval  attaches  at 
legations.  Some  foreign  governments  do  not 
recii-rnize  tiie  union  of  consular  with  diplo- 
matic function.  Italy  and  Venezuela  will 
only  receive  the  appointee  in  one  of  his  two  ca- 
pacities— but  this  does  uol prevent  the  reiiuiie- 
ment  of  a  bond  and  submission  to  the  responsi- 
bilities of  our  otfiocr  whose  duties  he 
cannot  discharge— the  separated  ti'l»s  of 
consular  generals  sliouhl  bo  abandoned 
I  d.em  It  ex|>edient  that  a  well-devlscd  nif-asure 
for  I  he  rc-oi  g.aulz  itlon  of  the  extra  terrltori.il 
courts  in  Oriental  countries  should  replace  the 
present  system,  which  la'iors  under  the  disad- 
vantage of  combinlug  Judicial  and  executive 
functious  in  the  same  office.  In  several  Oriental 
countries  generous  offers  have  Ix'en  made  of 
hou.^iag  (ho  legations  of  tiie  United  States.  A 
grant  of  land  for  that  purpose  was  made  somj 
years  since  by  Japan,  and  has  been  referred  to 
in  Ihe  annual  mjrsiu'es  of  my  predecessors.  Tha 
Slam  governmoni  has  made  a  gift  lo  the  Unit.d 
States  of  commoilious  quarters  in  Bangkok.  In 
Corea  lbs  late  minister  was  permitted  to  pnr- 
chase  a  building  trom  the  government  for  IcL'a- 
t Ion  use.  In  China,  the  iiremises  rented  for  t ho 
legation  are  favored  as  to  local  charges.  .*.t  Tan- 
gier tho  house  occupied  by  our  reine  ■.•ut alive 
has  been  for  many  years  tho  properly  of  iliis 
governmoat,  having  been  given  for  that  purjios! 
in  1  '<J2  by  the  sultan  of  Morocco.  I  approve  the 
8ug!.'estlon  hi-retotore  made  that  in  view  of  tho 
conditions  of  life  and  administration  in  the 
Eastern  countries  tho  legation  buildin;,'s  In 
China,  Japan,  Corea,  Siam,  and  perhaps  Persia, 
shoultl  be  owneil  and  furnished  by  tho  govern- 
ment with  a  view  lo  permanency  aud  sociiritv. 
To  this  end  I  recommend  that  authority  be 
given  to  accept  the  gifts  adverted  to  in  Jajiau 
and  Slam,  and  to  purchase  in  the  otner  coun- 
tries named,  with  provisiou  for  fuinliureaud  rs- 
pair.s.  A  considerable  saving  in  rentals  would 
result.  The  world's  industrial  exposition  held 
at  Now  Orleans  last  winter,  with  the  a8Si(*(,ance 
of  the  fcder.*l  government,  attracted  a  large 
number  of  foreign  exhibits  and  p-oved  of  great 
value  in  spreading  among  the  concourse  df  vis- 
itors from  Mexico  aad  Central  and  South  Amor- 
lea  a  wider  knowledge  of  the  various  maaufact- 
uros  aud  productions  of  this  couuiry,  aad  their 
availibilUv  in  exchange  tor  'he  productaitw  of 
those  reirlons.  Past  congresses  have  hail  under 
coaslderaliou  the  lidvi.sability  of  uboli-itilng  the 
discrimination  mad-;  by  the  tariff  laws  lu  favor 
of  the  works  of  Am  .-rlca's  artists,  'f  hj  odiv.m  of 
the  i>olioy  which  subject  to  a  high  rate  of  duty 
the  palulings  of  foreign  artists,  ,^ud  ex'iu))t.s  the 
production  of  American  artists  residing  aljcoad 
aud  who  receive  gratuitously  advaiituce  and 
instruction,  recoils  ujiou  our  citizens  en- 
gaged in  art  culture  in  Europe,  and  has  cau«'-d 
them  with  practical  unanimity  to  favor' tho 
abolition  of  such  an  ungraclons  dis- 
tinction; and  In  their  interest,  and  for 
other  obvious  reasons,  I  strongly  rocommend 
It.

REDUCTION  OF  REVENUE. 
The  fsct  that  our  revenues  are  in  exce.ss  of  tho 
actual  needs  of  tho  government,  justifies  a  re- 
duction in  the  amouut  exacted  from  the  jisople 
for  jts  support.  ()ur  envomment  is  but  the  m»'ans, 
established  by  the  will  of  a  tree  people,  by  which 
certaiu  principles  are  applied,  which  1  hey  have 
adopted  for  their  benefit  and  protection,  and  It 
is  never  belter  admiuisiered,  and  ils  true  spirit 
is  never  better  observed  than  wh^-a  ths  people's 
taxation  for  lis  support  is  scrni  oa-ily  limited 
to  the  actual  necessity  of  expenc:  :!0  Bad  dis- 
tributed according  io  a  just  and  equitable  plan. 
The  proposition  with  which  we  have  to  deal  is 
the  redaeilon  of  ihe  revenue  recdved  by  tho 
government  and  Indirectly  pali  by  lae  people 
from  customs  duties.  Tho  question  of  frea 
trade  is  not  involved,  nor  Is  there  now  any  oc- 
casion for  the  general  discus.siou  of  the  wisdom 
or  expediency  of  a  pr.'tectivo  system.  Jnstioo 
and  fairness  dictate  that  in  any  modification  of 
our  pres'jni  laws  relating  to  revenue,  the  in- 
dustries and  iatercsis  which  have  l>e-jn 
encouraged  by  snch  la«s,  and  in  which 
our  citirecs  hava  large  Investments, 
should  not  bo  ruthles«Iy  injured  or  dastroy'd. 
Wo  should  also  deal  with  the  subject  la  sVich  a 
manner  .as  to  protect  the  interests  of  Americin 
labor,  which  is  the  cioital  ot  our  workingmen. 
Its  stability  and  proper  re:nuuer.itlon  furnish 
the  most  jiistirtibl-  pretext  tor  a  protendvj 
policy.  Within  th'-se  liinltations  a  c-nai:i  re- 
duction should  l>cmade  on  ourcostows  revenue. 
Tho  amount  of  such  reduction  having  bo'i-  de- 
termined, the  inquiry  follows  where  can  it  bes^ 
l>c  remitted  and  waat  articles  can  best  b9  r?- 
leased  from  duty  in  ih.J  Interest  of  our  citlzen.sY 
I  think  the  reduction  should  bomad'-  in  the  rev- 
enue derived  fr..ni  ii  tax  upon  the  import'vi  nec- 
essaries of  lite.  We  thus  direct  I, ■  !•  ssen  the 
cost  of  living  in  every  iSinily  of  the  land,  aud  re- 
lease to  the  people  in  every  humble  li  mi?  a 
larger  measure  ol  the  rewards  of  fra£.d  in- 
dustry.

I  iiv  pay  lliem  with  tilver  lionglit  with  mic:i 
gold,  thus  making  a  liaudii.me  proht.  Uicti 
8l>cculators  will  si'il  tlii-lr  hoarded  gold  tu  thoir 
neighbors,  who  heed  ii  to  liquidate  ihoir  foreign 
debts,  at  ruinous  premiums  uver  silver,  ;;nd  the 
lalsiriiig  men  uuil  woni.-n  of  the  land,  most  de- 
fenseless ot  all,  will  lind  that  tho  dollar  n-celvrd 
for  the  wages  of  their  toil  has  ls>eu  sadly  shrunk 
ia  its  purclia.sing  power.  It  may  be  said  thai  the 
latter  result  will  l)e  but  tempoiary  and  that 
ultimately  the  jirice  of  labor  will  be  adjusti'd  to 
tho  change,  but  eveii  if  this  lakes  iiiace  the  wage 
worker  cannot  jHisslblv  g  uu,  but  must  inevita- 
bly l.xise  since  the  price  he  is  compelled  lo  pay 
for  his  livi.;g  will  not  only  be  measured  in  a 
coin  heavily  depreciated  and  fiiictuatlng  and 
uncertalu  in  its  vsUie,  but  this  uncoriaintv  in 
llie  value  of  Itie  purchasing  modium  will  be 
maile  the  preti^xt  for  an  advance  in  prices  1k- 
yond  that  ju.stitted  by  actual  deprecla:ion.  Tho 
word>.  uttered  lu  1H;M  by  Daulul  Web.*ler,  In  tho 
senate  of  the  Uulled  Slati-s,  are  true  lo-day : 

"Tne  very  man  of  all  others  who  Iia4  lb,-  d.-sp- 
est  interest  in  a  sound  currency,  aud  wlio  suffers 
most  from  mischievous  legislation  In  money 
milters,  is  the  man  who  earns  his  daily  bread  by 
his  dally  toil." 

The  most  distiucul.shcd  advocate  of  bimetal- 
lism, discussing  our  silver  coinage,  has  lately 
wriiion:  "No  Auieri  an  cillzen  liad  felt  the  sun- 
satloii  of  cheapaes.s,  eitli'-r  In  receiving  or  ex- 
landing  the  silver  HCo  dollars,"  and  those  who 
live  by  labor'or  legitimate  trailc,  never  will  ffil 
thf.t  seiisilion  ot  clicapiiess.  IPiwever  plenty 
silver  dollars  may  bL-come,  they  will  not  be  ills- 
tribute  1  as  gifts  anung  tli;  peojile,  and  it  the 
|.:l«iruig  man  sluuld  recoive  four  di-pieciiited 
dollars  where  he  now  receives  bu'  two,  he  will 
pay  lathe  depr.-ciaied  coin  more  than  douiile 
the  pric-  he  now  pays  tor  all  the  n.-ce'saries 
and  conitorlsof  life."  Those  who  donot  fear  any 
disastrous  CI insi-qucuces  arising  from  the  cou- 
liuued  comii'lsorv  coiiiago  ot  silver  as  now 
direcicd  by  law,  aud  who  suppose  that  the 
addition  lo  the  currency  of  the  cnunlry,  in- 
tended as  its  result,  wdl  be  a  puldio  benefit,  are 
reminded  that  hi.siory  demonstrates  that  the 
point  iseas.ly  reached  lu  the  altem ot  to  float  at 
the  same  time  tv.'o  sorts  of  mouty  ot  different 
excellence,  when  the  l)ettcr  will  c*aso  to  be  In 
cirouialion.  The  hoarding  of  gold  which  has 
aire."!;.'  taken  place  indicates  that  wi>  chad 
not  escape  tho  usual  expi  rirnce  In  such  c:  .■  s. 
So  if  this  silver  coinage  be  continnd  wo  may 
reasonably  exi)ect  that  gold  and  its  equlvaleni 
wli  abandou  tin  U'dd  of  cir>:ulaliou  lo  silver 
alime.  "This,  of  cours:-,  must  produce  a  severe 
contr.iclion  of  our  circulating  medium  Instead 
of  adding  to  It.  Il  will  not  be  disputed  that  any 
i«tte:Mi'l  on  the  part  of  the  government  to  cause 
the  circulation  ot  Sliver  dollars  worth  WJ  cents 
side  lo-  side  with  gold  dollars  worth  10*»  cents, 
even  with  the  limit  tliat  legislation  does  not  tun 
couuler  lo  laws  of  trade,  I"  bo  suciessfulrmusl 
be  seconled  by  the  coafid'-nco  ot  the  people  that 
both  col  OS  will  ri'taiu  liicir  same  pui  ■liasmg 
l>ower  and  bo  int'-rcliangiablo  at  v.ill.  SiHjclal 
edorl  has  beeu  m.ide  by  ih?  sjcret.iry  of  the 
treaspi-y  to  incrrase  the  amount  of  our  silvr 
coin  m  circulation,  bnt  tho  tact  that  a  Urge 
share  of  the  limited  amount  thus  put  out  has 
soon  returiic<l  to  iho  puldic  treasury  in  payment 
of  dii'l's  kads  to  the  bi^lief  that  tho  people  do 
no'  now  desiio  to  kn.^n  it  In  hand;  aud  tliis.wilb 
tiio  evident  dispi-nion  to  hoard  gold,  gives 
risi  to  the  siisplcioa  that  lh"ro  already 
exists  a  lack  ot  confidence  among 
tho  people  touching  our  finauo.al  process'-s. 
There  is  certainly  not  enough  sliver  uow  lu  clr- 
cul  ;tlo!i  10  caii^e  uneasiness,  and  the  whole 
am  jutii  coined  and  now  on  hand  might,  after  a 
tim?.  be  absorbed  by  the  people  wilhout  appre- 
heiiKion.  But  ii  is  tho  ceaseless  stream  that 
thi'atcns  to  ovcrfl  iw  the  land  which  cauM:s  fear 
iiiid  uiicertaiuty.  What  has  b'-en  thin  far  sub- 
mitted u'lou  this  subji.-ct  rehites  almost  entire. v 
toco  .siderations  of  a  home  nature,  unconnected 
wi'-  'i  th.'  bearing  which  the  policies  of  other  na- 
tio'  B  i.ave  upon  the  question,  lint  it  is  per- 
feclii  app  rent  that  a  line  of  .action  in  regard  lo 
our  curnncy  cannot  wisely  bo  settled  upon  or 
persisted  in  without  consldiring  the  a'tltudo  of 
tho  subject  of  other  countiies  with  whom  w.; 
maintain  intercourse  through  commerce,  trad? 
and  tr.'.vel.  An  ar'-;aowle  lgm»uc  of  this  f.ict 
i.s  fou.sd  i  1  the  act  by  viriue  of  which  onr  silver 
is  c  nipins'.-iiy  coined.    It  provides: 

"The  pre  Ident  shall  i-ivit  ••  tho  governments  of 
the  coua'Ties  coroprisliig  the  Latin  union,  so 
called,  and  of  such  <ither  European  nations  as. 
he  may  deem  advisable,  to  join  the  Uuited 
S; ales  in  a  confrrenc;  to  adopt  a  common  ratio 
he.  wen  gold  and  silver  lor  the  purpose  of  es- 
ti'bli-^liiug  intoraationally  the  use  of  bimetallic 
money  and  securing  C.\iiy  of  relative  value  be- 
tween those  metals." 

This  coufcrenco  absolutely  failed,  and  a  sim- 
ilar fate  has  awaited  all  subaeqaont  offers  in  Iho 
same  direction,  and  still  we  continue  our  coin- 
age of  silver  at  a  rutio  differeut  from  that  of 
anyoiher  nation.  The  most  vital  por_  -of  the 
silver  coinage  act  remain*  inoperative  and  nn- 
ex-'cuted.  und  witlioui  an  ally  or  Iriend.  We 
battle  upon  the  silver  fi-ld  in  an  illogical  and 
losing  conte«t.  To  giv?  lull  ilTect  to  ihe  design 
of  congress  on  this  subject  I  have  made  careful 
and  earnest  end-avor  since  the  adjouraraeut  of 
the  last  cotigrcss.

To  this  eiid  I  delegated  a  tent.eman  well  in- 
structed in  fiscal  science  to  i>r  ce  d  lo  the  finan- 
cial cen'ers  of  Europe,  aad  in  i:oujuncfion  wi  h 
our  ministers  to  England,  France  and  Ge.niany, 
to  obtain  a  full  knowledge  of  the  attitude  and 
intern  of  these  governments  In  resiiect  of  the 
establlsiimenl  of  snch  an  iiileniational  ratio  as 
w.mld  procure  free  coinage  of  both  metals  at  the 
mints  of  those  countries  andourou-n.  By  my 
direction  our  consul  general  at  Paris  has  given 
close  atl'.nt ion  to  the  proceedings  of  the  eon  • 
,;ress  of  ihe  Litin  union  in  order  to  iudiiMte 
OUT  iufresc  in  Its  objects  and   report  its  action. 

II  may  be  said  in  brief,  as  the  result  ot  luese 
efforts,  that  the  attitude  of  the  leading  powers 

.  remains  substantially  unchanged  since  the 
monetary  conference-  of  1.SS1.  nor  Is  it  to  b* 
qrslioatd  that  the  views  of  these  -  govern- 
ments are  supported  bv  the  weight  of 
publi  c  opinion.  The  views  thus  taken  hp.vt- 
therefore  only  more  tully  dcmoastralo.1  the  us?- 
lessnoss  of  iinther  attempts  at  present  to  ati^r.^ 
at  any  agreement  on  the  subject,  with  other 
nations.  In  the  meantime  we  are  accumulating 
silver  coin  based  upon  oar  own  peculiar  ratio  to 
such  an  ext<>nt,  and  assuming  no  licivy  a  burdes 
to  1)0  provided  for  In  any  international  negolLi- 
lions,  aa  will  render  us  an  ondosirable  party  to 


any  fntare  monetary  conference  of   nations.  ' 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  four  of  the  five  eoan- 
tries  composing  the  bat  n  union  mentioned  in 
onr  coinage  act,   embarrassed   with  their  silver 
currency,   have    Just    completed   an  agrerment 
among  themselves  that  no  more  sliver  shall   bo 
colnod  by  their  respective  governments,  audlhai 
such  as  has  been  already  coioed  and  In   circula- 
tion shsll  l)e  redeemed  in  gold  i>y  the  country  of 
its  coinage.    The  resort  to  this   ■xpedu-nt   by 
ihese  countries  may  well  arrest  the  attention  of 
those  who  suppose  that  we  can  succeed   without 
shock  or  injury  in  the  attempt  to  circulate  upon 
its  merits  all  the  silver  we  may  com  under   ibo 
provisions  of  our  silver  coinage  act.    The  comli- 
,  lion  In  which  our  treasury  may  lie  placed  by 
;  a  persistence  in  onr  jiresent  cours.j  is  a  matter 
,  ot  Concern  to  every  patriotic  citizen  who  does 
!  not  desire  his  g-jvemnient  to  pay  in  silver  such 
I   of  its  obligations  as  should  be  paid  in  gold.  Nor 
should  our  condition  Ije  such  as  to  oblige  us,  in 
i  a  prud'-nt  managemeut  of  our  affairs,  to  discon- 
tinue the  calling  in  and   payment   of  iuterest- 
;  bearing  oblisat  ions   which  we   have   the   right 
'  now     to      discharge,    and     thus     avoid      the 
payment       of       further     Interest       thereon. 
]  The  »o-call?d  debt  or  class,  for  whose   lienettt 
the   continued  compulsory  coinage   of  silver  Is 
I  Insisted   upon,  are  not  dishonest   because  they 
1  are  in  debt,  and  they  should  not  be  susiiccted  of 
I  a  desire  lo  Jeo.-ardize  the  financial  safety  of  the 
I  coantry  in   order   that   ihey  may  cancel  their 
j   present  debts  by  paying  the  same  in  dcprecUtcd 
I  dollars.    Nor  should  it  tie  forgotten  that  It  is  not 
I  the  rich  nor  tho  money  leader   alone   that  must 
I  Mtbmit  to  such  readjustment  forced  bv  the  gov- 
j  eminent  and  the  debtors.    Tho  pittance  of  Hie 
widow  and  the  orphan  and  the  Incomes  of  help- 
loss   lienelictaries   of  all   kinds  would    l>e  Uls- 
astrou-ly  reduced.    The   dciief  Itors    ia    tavings 
bunks  and  ia  other  institutions   whl.-li  held  lu 
IniBl  tha  savings  of  the  inior,  when  iheir  little 
accumulations  arc  scaled  down  to  meet  the  new 
order  of  things,  would  in  their  distress  painfully 
realize  the  delusion  of  the  promise  made  to  them 
that  plentiful  money  would   improve  their  cou- 
«llti.>a.    We  have  now  on  hand  all  the  silver  dol- 
lars necessary  lo  supply  the  present  needs  of  tho 
people  aud  to  satisfy  those  who  from  sentiment 
wish    lo    see    them  in  circniation;    und  if  their 
coiiiase    is    siisp-nded,  they  can   be  readily  ob- 
tained   by  all  who  desire  them;    If    tho  need  ot 
more   is  at  any  time   apparent,  their   c^dnage 
UiBy  l>e  renewed.    That  di>aster  has  not  already 
overtaked  us  furnishes  no  proof  that

age. We  have  b-?en  saveil  bv  the  most  careful 
management  and  unusual  expi-dieuts  bv  a  c.imbi- 
nalion  of  fortunate  coiiditi.ms,  and  by  a  confi- 
dent expec:ation  that  the  course  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  regjr.l  to  silver  coinauo  would  be 
spicdllv  chilnged  by  action  of  congress.  Pros- 
peri'.y  hesita'es  upon  our  threshold,  liecauseof 
<lar.'.;er8  on. I  uncertainties  surrounding  this 
qacHtlon.  Capliid  timidly  shrinks  from  tra  le, 
and  investors  are  unwilling  lo  luke  the  chancs 
of  the  questionable  Ahsi>e  In  which  Ihair  money 
Avill  be  reiurued  to  tli'-ni,  while  cnlo.priso  halts 
at  a  risk  ag  anst  which  care  and  sagacious  m.iu- 
ageincnl  do  not  protect.

Iiaibor  impiovi-- 
menls,  wi-re  !i!i;j,H50,9;i9.."..l.  lledde  the  troops 
which  weri^  dispatclied  in  piirsuil  of  th-  -uMill 
bands  ol  Indians  wli  ch  kft  thi-lr  reservation  in 
Arizona  and  commllied  murder  and  out:yges, 
twn  regiments  of  cavalry  ti'd  one  of  iut;iuiry 
were  Hint  List  July  lo  the  Indian  Terrili  ry  lo 
prtvi-n'  an  outbreak,  which  »•  eiu'-d  ininiincnt. 
They  remained  t"  aid,  li  necessary,  in  the  i-xpul- 
elon  of  lairiiders  upon  the  reservation  who,  it 
seemed,  caused  tho  di.scon'i-at  among  the  In- 
dian^, but  tiiu  executive  pvocamallon  warmun 
them  to  remove  was  complicl  with  witho...  in- 
terference. Troops  wJre  also  seut  lo  Itock 
Bprlngs,  In  Wyoming  territr.ry,  atter  th";  mas- 
sacrc  of  Chlne-e  there,  to  prcv  nl  I  art  her  dis- 
turbances, and  afterward  lo  heat  tie,  in  Wush- 
ingl on  Territorv,  to  avi.rt  a  Ihreatcnod  attack 
npon  Clilnese  "lalmrers,  and  dom"slic  violence 
there.  In  txith  cases  the  mere  presence  of  the 
troops  hail  the  desire.*  effect.

Of  eighty-one  public  1  ibrari<?s  in  the 
Union  which  contains  more  than  25,- 
000  volumes  each,  fifty-five  aro  in  the 
New  England  and  Middle  States, 
twenty  in  the  Western  States,  and  six 
south  of  the  Potomac. 


The  California  wheat  yield  did  not 
come  up  to  estimates  nuulo  duriug  tho 
summer.  A  great  many  empty  heads 
were  found,  which  rut  down  the  yield 
considerably.  The  present  tjwtimatesol 
the  total  yield  is  20,000,000  bushels. 


The  import.s  of  drj-  goods  at  the 
port  of  New  York  diiriiig  tho  month 
of  November  wore  §7,360,844,  against 
$5,421,554  during  the  same  month  in 
1884.  For  the  eleven  months  in  the 
calendar  year  endini  with  November 
the  imports  were$92,762,4»i0,agaiiwt 
$106,860,281  for  the  corresi>onding 
period  last  year,  a  docrea.se  of  over 
§14,000,000. 

The  Pacific  coast  delegation  iu  con- 
gress come  to  Washington  with,  if  pos- 
sible, more  positive  anti-Chiueae  views 
than  ever.  They  claim  that  the  legis- 
lation which  was  designed  to  put  a 
stop  to  Chinese  immigi-.-ition  has  not 
proved  effectual,  and  they  insist  on 
more  striujient  measures.  The  state- 
ment is  made  that  lx,00O  Chinese 
have  entereii  the  coautry  during  tlie 
year,  of  which  numfcer  at  h'ast  4,000 
came  in  fraudulently.  Congress  will  bo 
asked  to  pass  legislation  that  shall 
hereafter  prreniptoriiy  .shut  out  th'js tj 
people  from  our  borders. 


Consul  Frisbie,  of  Lyons,  France.ro- 
ports  to  the.  State  department  that 
Experience  shows  that  the  .state  of  the 
sparkling  wine  trade  furnishes  a  reli- 
able barometer  of  commercial  pros- 
perity. Whtn  people  feel  easy  in  their 
:ircumstances  they  indulge  in  tho  more 
tjostly  luxuries  of  the  table,  but  whon 
the  times  begin  to  pinch  tlie.so  super- 
fluities are  dispen.sed  with.  Home  it 
is  interesting  to  learn  that  the  shi[)- 
nients  of  champagnes  to  the  United 
States  during  last  October,  which  is 
taken  as  the  best  month  of  the  year 
for  the  comparison,  were  twenty-five 
percent  morf  thin  in  October,  1881. 


Tlio  Baltimore  Manufai.turor  says: 
*'The  railroad  property  of  the  South 
repro-ents  an  investment  of  SI, 426,- 
637,228,  an  increase  of  .$60<),<>63,97'.) 
hince  1880,  a  Btui>eiiilous  gain  that  is 
well  worthy  of  universal  attention. 
Tlie  actual  cost  of  tliese  roads  and 
their  equipments  is  $1,237,408,051, 
against  $679,804,828  in  1880,  an  in- 
crease $557,603,223.  Thus,  in  four 
four  years  under  review,  the  actual 
cost-s  of  the  iniproveiueuts  of  Southern 
roads  and  the  building  of  new  roads 
in  the  South  reached  the  enormous 
total  of$5o7,603,223.  Is  itany  won- 
der that  the  South  ie  growing  prosper- 
ous?" 


The  New  York  Mail  and  P^xpre.ss  re- 
marks that  the  richest  land  owners  of 
the  L'nited  States  are  the  Indi.iiis, 
"and  they  ought  to  be,'  becau.^e  they 
they  once  possessetl  the  entire  Ameri- 
can continent.

The  Indians  "ow»" 
land  at  the  rate  of  some  500  acres  for 
each  man,  woman  and  p.ijMJO.se.  Yet 
thewhit*  peoplo  have  to  support  these 
bloateil  reiil  estate  holders.  Thoro  is 
MO  good  reason  wliy  the  Indian  should 
have  ten  time?  as  much  l.iiul  ashoc-ui 
make  jiroductivo  any  more  than  a 
white  man  should.  The  reservation 
of  135,000,00(iacresfor200.  OOOinen, 
women  and  children  is  too  much. 


John  W.  Daniel,  the  new  Senator 
elect  from  Virginia,  it  Ls  said  ha.s  no 
rival  as  an  orator  "of  theold school." 
Tliere  are  plenty  of  men  in  either 
branch  of  Cy)ngicss  who  can  speak 
vigorously  and  forcibly  in  debate,  but 
there  is  scarcely  one  who  makes  a 
'•set  speech"  after  the  old  modeJs  of 
stylo  and  delivery.  Charles  Summer 
used  to  expend  great  pains  upon  the 
preparation  of  what  were  rather 
orations  than  speeches,  and  Koscoe 
Conkling  simulated  with  succesi  the 
methods  of  the  oldfa.-hionetl  orator 
when  ho  occasionally  "madethegrcat- 
est  effort  of  his  lifv."  But  all  this 
stylo  of  speaking  has  become  vastly 
unpopular,  and  is  seldom  heard. 


A  new  drug  found  by  Dr.  Buckland 
is  creat57igmuch  coniniont  in  the  medi 
cal  world.  It  is  called  avenesca,  and 
is  produced  from  Scotch  oats.  Foi 
f  Jrly  half-a-century  chemiets  have 
fc^n  attempting  to  extract  and  iso- 
late this  peculiar  aikaloid,  but  to  Dr. 
"Buckland,  who  has  achivetl  quite  a 
reputation  as  a  neurologist  and  in- 
sanity expert  in  New  England,  belongs 
the  cretlit  of  success.  It  is  claimed 
that  its  curative  actions  are  remark- 
able in  brain  and  nerve  disorders,  and 
its  use  is  being  gererally  adopted  by 
the  medical  profession  for  nervous- 
ness, paralysis,  sleeplessness,  sciatica, 
neuralgia  and  likedisordors  with  grtat 
saccsss.  It  is  said  to  be  perfectly 
harmless,  yet  a  most  powerful  nerve 
tonic. 


There  were  26,000  books  writte. 
and  copyrighted  in  the  United  States 
last  year,  according  to  the  records  of 
the  library  of  congres.s — an  increase  of 
25.0  per  cent  in  ten  years.  Tliey  em- 
brace books  on  evei^  possible  subject 
and  of  every  conceivable  description, 
from  the  twenty-volume  encyclopedia 
to  thedime  novel.  In  addition  to  these 
about  350,000  mu.sical  compositions 
have  been  copyrighted  and  about  tlse 
tame  number  of  works  of  art,  litho- 
graphs, chromos,  maps,  engravings- 
etc.  As  two  copies  of  every  publica- 
tion comes  to  the  congressional 
library,  the  accumulation  there  will 
soon  be  the  lai-gest  in  the  world.  Mr. 
Spoflord.  the  librarian,  says  that  the 
publishing  business  was  never  so  e\ 
tensive  or  prosperous  as  now,  and 
that  in  no  country  in  the  world  have 
so  many  fine  books  been  Issued  as  in 
the  United  States,

against  Jennings.  Miller  claims  that  more 
than  two-tliirds  of  the  Indians  at  Green 
Bay  agency  aro  Protestants. 

Senator  Manderson's  bill  for  tho  reorgan- 
ization of  the  army  is  similar  to  the  one 
introduced  by  him  at  the  late  session,  and 
indorsed  by  Gen.  Sheridan  and  the  secre- 
tary of  war.  it  gives  each  regiment  of  in- 
factry  twelve  companies,  instead  of  ten,  as 
at  present,  and  three  majors  inbtend  of  one 
to  l)epr.>:uofed  from  the  captain  of  infant- 
ry.

OLD  ACCOUNTS. 


A  Story  of  the  New  Year— Dread  Cast  Up- 
on the  Waters   Retarns. 

CHATTKIl   I. 

The  .scene  was  Washington;  the  time 
Christin.is;  the  year  '(•2.  It  was  an  in- 
tensely cold  and  bitter  night — so  cold 
that,  in  ppite  of  the  bustle  and  e.x- 
iitement  which  usually  prevailed  until 
the  latest  hours — for  they  were  alee j)- 
less  times,  as  many  can  remember, — 
th«  street  were  almost  wholly  de- 
serted, and  e.xposed  to  view  but  a  few 
it  ray  individuals  whom  actual  neces- 
»ity  had  called  abroad.  The  rest 
wer^  closeted  indoors;  and,  judging  by 
the  ll^ht  at  tJie  windows,  were  endeav- 
oring to  banish  from  their  minds  all 
■>ec»a  ajid  recollection  of  the  outward 
gloom.  Yot  there  was  little  cause  for 
joy,  mAny  a  household  mourned,  many 
a  heart  was  crushed  with  woe.  But 
tha  season  wna  imperative  in  its 
claims,  and  .shed  the  halo  of  its  com- 
fort over  all,  forming  a  bright  paren- 
thesis between  tlie  two  eternities  of 
past  aniiety,  andthodarkand  wither- 
ing uneerlainly  which  veileti  the  future. 
It  is  not,  however,  in  the  private  parts 
of  the  city,  nor  in  a  private  house, 
nor  even  in  a  private  room,  that  our 
story  opens,  but  in  one  of  the  public 
resorts  of  the  most  public  thorough- 
fares which  at  that  particular  time 
wei'<3  thronged  day  and  night  by  eager, 
anxious  crowds,  discussing  the  events 
of  the  day  and  the  probabilities  of  the 

morrow,  with  tho  stern,  excited  inter- 
est of  th'.' times. 

On  the  particular  evening  relating  to 
events  wo  aro  about  to  de.scribe,  this 
hotel  was  more  than  usually  crowderl. 
Soldiers  had  arrived  from  camp  and 
had. taken  every  vacant  room  in  tho 
building,  and  in  addition  to  soldiei-s 
wero  con'i actors,  tiutler,i,puy:iiasters, 
and  other  public  characters  whom  the 
times  had  assembled — alasl  to  the  det- 
riment of  tho  times!  Many  of  these 
were  lounging  isi  the  hall  of  the  hotel, 
discussing  noisily  the  latest  events  of 
the  war,  and  jiiedicting  all  kinds  of 
imaginable  i.ssues;  while  the  rest,  or 
gi-eater  number  lather,  were  smoking 
and  chatting  in  the  large  billard-ioom 
of  tho  establisiiiiieiit,  engaging  in  the 
game  it-self,  or  grouped  arofind  tho 
players  who  were  mo.st  di.'<tingui>hed 
by  th»irskill,andwlio  afforded  special 
interest. 

.\mong  the  latter  were  two  young 
oflicers,  c»ne  twenty-eight  or  thirty 
years  of  age,  the  other  between  twe«ity 
and  twenty-five;  line,  manly  fellows, 
both  of  them,  who  hatl  done  brave 
service,  and  who  looked  prepared  to 
encounter  as  many  hardships  and 
dangers  as  the  country  might  still 
further  exact  of  them.

The  bi  ide-to-be  may  pre- 
viously have  re>mpe'l  with  l»er  intend- 
e-d  for  years,  but  slie  would  run  screaiiv 
ing  away  if  he  we-re  now  to  appear  be- 
fore her.  In  some  parts  of  the  coun- 
try tho  superstition  is  rifetjiat  any 
woman  leaving  her  f.'it her '»  house  !>«»- 
tween  the  times  of  betrejthal  and  mar- 
riage will  be  bitten  byasnake.  Asthe 
we'dding  day  elraws  near  the  girl  is 
washenl — an  e\  cut  .«o  rare  as  to  call 
for  H}H'cial  note—  in  a  }*ond,  whore  a 
certain  saint's  day  is  celebrale<l  for 
being  the  eiioch  of  the  sole  annual 
ablution  of  most  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  a  dass  or  bower  of  jgreen  branches 
over  a  frame  of  stakes  is  ere><!t««l.  In 
this  a  groat  feast  is  given  on  tho  day 
before  the  marriage.  All  the  hungry 
idlers  round  about  strive  by  hook  or 
by  crook  te)  get  in,  and,  t-quattiinJ 
down  on  the  groiuiel,  they  gorge  them- 
selves with  the  quivering  raw  meat  of 
the  cow  that  has  just  be"'n  killed  and 
with  other  Abyssmian  delicae-ies.  The 
distinguished  guests  bless  the  bride, 
putting  their  hands  upon  her  head  and 
cettingthem  well  greased  for  the  pains. 
Meanwhile  a  similar  feast  Ls  given 
in  the  groom's  abode,  and  next  morn- 
ing he  starts  out  with  his  friends  and 
from  six  to  twelve  arke«H,  or  brides* 
men.  Tliey  rfg  themselves  up  in  all 
the  plumagethey  can  possibly  borrow, 
and,  on  apjiroae-hing  the  bride's  houso, 
fire  off  their  guns  and  have  a  sort  oJ 
sham  fight  with  a  vi^w,  perhaps,  tc 
allay  the  groom's  ner\^ousne««.  When 
the  happy  man  ha^  taken  tho  neat  of 
honor  m  the  bridal  bower  his  bride  {^ 
brought  in,  wrapped  up  in  a  cloth  aL 
most  like  a  mummy  and  plaoed  upon 
a  stool.  Then  the  groom  U  asked  il 
he  wishes  to  marry  the  woman  befort 
him;  they  crook  their  fingers  together, 
under  the  cloth,  or,  pexiiaps  kiss  one 
another,and,  after  any  priest  or  eldet 
present  has  given soraesage advice,  the 
marria^  settlement  of  what  each  is  to 
bring  is  finally  settled  upon,  the  last 
but  not  the  least  important  part  oi 
the  ceremony.

A  most  startling  plan  for   the  wholesale 
assassination  of  the  most  prominent  men 
in  San  Francisco,  C^jl.,  has  come   to  light. 
Some  time  ago   thf  police   obtained  infor- 
I  mntion  of  theexisterce  of  an  organization 
called  the  "Socialistic  Herolutionary  asso- 
ciation," which,  it  was  asserted,  was  com- 
posixl     of    ultra-socialistic     members.

Letter  From  Gen.  Toombs. 

Tbe  recent  death  olGen.  Robert  Toombe 
gives  interest  to  a  letter  written  two  years 
ago  to  a  gentleman  in  St.  Paul,  announcing 
tbe  death  of  -Mrs.  Toombe,  which  makes  a 
forcible  preeentment  of  the  character  of  the 
man  during  Uie  last  years  of  bis  life.  The 
first  part  of  the  letter  is  as  follows: 

Washington,  Ga.,  Dec.  3,  1S8.3.— My 
l>ear  Friend:  On  the  5rh  day  of 
September  last  1  lost  my  idol,  at  eur 
mountain  home  iu  Clarksrille,  Ga.  She 
passed  away  to  the  home  of  the  blest, 
quietly,  calmly,  and  jently,  as  a  sleeping 
infant.  It  is  a  crunhiag  blow  to  me  in  my 
se.entr-fourth  year.  We  had  livedtogeth- 
er  for  neiurly  fifty  three  year8,and  from  the 
evening  that  I  led  her  to  the  bridal  altar  in 
her  eighteenth  year,  to  the  morning  that  I 
kissed  away  her  last  breath  an<l  her  gentle 
lovely  and  noble  spirit  to  the  home  of  the 
blessed,  she  save  me  no  pang,  but  from  her 
physical  suffering  aud  the  fear  of  losing 
her.  I  have  but  one  consolation  left,- it  is 
the  hope  of  soon  joining  her.  I  am  trying 
to  prepare  myself  to  go  where  she  is  gone, 
where  her  i>eoplo  shall  be  my  people,  and 
her  God  my  God.

.'o  create  a  forest  preserve  in  Montana. 

He  proposes  to  set  oft  a  tract  of  land  be- 
{inning  on  the  Northwest  boundary  of  the 
territory,  where  the  range  lino  was  extend- 
n\  north  between  ranges  eight  and  nine  west 
of  the  princip.'il  meridian  of  .Montana,  inter- 
•ect  with  the  forty-ninth  parallel  of  north 
latitude;  thence  south  to  the  eastern 
slope  of  the  continental  divide, 
thence  southeasterly  with  slope 
to  the  fifty-mile  limit  of  tho  Northern 
Pacific  railway  land  grant  on  the  north  of 
tbe  railroad  line;  thence  westerly  with  the 
fifty-mile  limit  of  the  Sweating  Horse 
river,  thenco  down  the  river  to  the  eastern 
shore  of  Flathead  lake,  thence  northerly 
along  to  the  foothills  and  along  the  F'lat- 
head  river  to  the  international  boundarv. 
which  shall  form  the  northern  line  of  the 
preserve.  This  track  is  to  l>e  set  apart 
forever  as  a  forest  reserve.  No  one  is  to 
be  allowed  to  live,  hunt  or  lumber  in  this 
tract,  ("hitting  timber  is  made  a  penal  of- 
fense, with  a  fine  three  times  the  value  of 
the  logs  cut.

The  Toronto  Globe's  London  corre- 
spondent interviewed  Sir  John  A.  Macdon- 
ald  on  his  arrival  there,  who  said:  The 
main  object  of  his  visit  to  the  old  country 
was  to  gain  a  short  rest.  Dnring  his  stay 
he  hoped  to  give  attention  to  one  or  two 
matters  of  Canadian  interest,  notably  to 
fishing  and  the  reciprocity  question  with 
the  United  States.  As  to  this  subject.  Sir 
John  expresses  himself  very  hopefully.  It 
was,  he  admitted,  by  no  means  certain  that 
President  Cleveland. s  promised  proposal  to 
congress  for  the  appointment  of  a  joint 
commission  would  meet  with  acceptance, 
but  be  thought  the  outlook  was  favorable, 
as  be  considered  there  wum  a  much  stronger 
feeling  in  the  United  States  iu  favor  of 
reciprocity  than  had  previously  existed. 
Sir  John  apprehended  no  difficulty  in  com- 
ing to  any  understanding  that  might  be 
necessary  with  the  imperial  government, 
whichever  party  might  bo  in  power. 

In  an  interview  a  few  days  ago  Mr.  Cowen,

Mr.  Gladstone  sa^vs;  Only  an  Irish  p«r- 
liameitt  will  meet  tho  case.  Local  councils, 
etc.,  would  be  useless.  The  rigiit  to  vote 
the  acts  of  an  Irish  ministry  would  be  an 
illusion.  I  propose  instead  the  exercise 
of  sovereign  power  on  tho  advice  of  minis- 
ters responsible  to  the  Imperial  parliament. 
The  suggestion  of  an  Irish  privy  council  is 
unworthy  of  attention.  The  privy  council 
survK-e.s  only  as  a  relict.  Tho  substitute 
id  a  cabinet.  The  questions  oi  commerce 
and  police  are  dilficultones,  but  the  limita- 
tions I  believe  that  home  rule  may  be  safe- 
ly granted,  and  that  it  would  tend  to  raise 
thecharactes  of  the  Irish  members. 

Colon  on  the  isthmus,  of  Darien,  has 
been  visiteil  by  a  very  savjige  cyclone, 
which  has  done  considerable  danuige.  It 
commencjd  on  the  2d  inst.,  at  about  2  p. 
m.,  and  the  next  duy  lulled,  but  com- 
mencad  agaiu  with  terrible  severity.  All 
the  steamers  ia  port  which  had  put  out  to 
sea  for  safety  returned  and  had  again  to 
put  ont.  The  damage  to  property  has 
been  very  hoavy,  and  the  loss  to  life  most 
serious.  The  following  ves.sels  were  sunk 
with  their  crews:  Holdon,  Karnen, Blanche, 
Ortelia,  .Mwood,  Ariel.  Veteran,  Ocean, 
Lynton,  Avelyn,  Stella,  Cat«lina,  FIjri, 
Douglass  and  two  others  whose  names 
couUl  not  be  ascertained.  The  rain  poured 
down  in  torrents,  and  a  ten  iblo  gale  of 
wind  from  the  northeast  set  in. 

A  cable  dispatch  from  London  states 
that  the  decision  of  the  privy  council  on 
the  license  question  was  rendered.  It  sus- 
tains the  right  of  tho  provinces  to  exclu- 
sively control  the  issue  of  licenses.  This 
decwion  invalidates  the  dominion  act. 

Dr.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  went  up  to 
the  senate  to  see  his  friend  William  .M.  Ev- 
arts.  Senator  Evarta  came  out  when  the 
visitor's  card  reached  him,  and  started  to 
conduct  him  into  the  senate  chamlier.  Sen- 
ator Evarts  succeeded  in  getting  past  the 
doorkee|K>r  by  s.tying:  "This  is  my  now 
private  secretary,"  and  the  famous  pair 
walked  triumphantly  into  the  senate. 

The  inhabitants  of  numerous  towns  and 
villages  in  Servia  have  sent  petitions  to 
King  Milan,  exhorting  him  to  prosecute  the 
war  and  take  Sofia.  They  promise  that 
they  will  make  every  sacrifice  if  he  will 
comply  with  f  eir  reipi.-st.  The  commis- 
sion to  demarcate  an  armistice  lii.o  be- 
tween the  Servian  and  Bulgarian  armies 
has  started  for  Belgrade.  K.  Persiani,  the 
Russian  minister  at  Belgrade,  represents 
Bulgaria  in  the  {>«ace  negotiations. 

Bulgaria  has  accepted  the  proposals  of 
the  powers  for  an  intertiational  commis- 
sion-to  demarkate  to  the  Bulgarian-Ser- 
vian frontier,  under  certain  reservations. 
She  wishes  the  commission  to  consider 
fairly  the  victories  of  the  Bulgarian  army. 
The  weather  is  intensely  cold  throughout 
this  region,  and  the  soliliers  at  the  front 
are  suffering  severely  from  it.  A  number 
of  Servian  soldiers  have  been  frozen  to 
death  while  asleep. 

Walter  Barron  and  Three-Fingered  Jack 
Roach,  who  were  engaged  in  the  shooting 
scrape  at  the  Union  Avenue  hotel  at  Coun- 
cil Bluffs,  on  the  14th  inst,  resulting  iu 
the  fatal  wounding  of  James  Hughes,  were 
arrested  at  Blair,  Nub.,  after  a  lively  fight, 
in  which  revolvers  were  drawn  and  a  des-  i 
perate  attempt  made  to  cseapo.

And  yet  Thad  was  a  hero,  for  he 
willingly,  even  gladly,  devoted  his  life 
to  the  service  of  others,  well-satisfiefl 
to  wear  ragge<l  and  uncomfortable 
garments  and  to  eat  coarse  food,  that 
others  might  be  better  clothed  and 
fed.  Thousli  but  a  boy  he  was  the 
sole  support  of  an  aged  woman  and  a 
littlechild.  Summer  and  winter,  early 
and  late,  his  cheerful  voice  might  be 
heard  calling  his  papers,  "Sun," 
"Herald,"  'Thnes,"  or  ".Mail," 
"Poftt,"  "Commercial,"  as  it  hap- 
petie<l.  He  had  many  regular  custom- 
ers among  the  merchants,  who 
laughed  at  his  costume  as  they  tossed 
him  their  pennies. 

Thad  did  not  rememliei-his  parents. 
Both  had  dieil  when  he  was  ;i  youni; 
child,  leaving  him  to  the  care  of  his 
grandmother,  who  suiiported  herself 
and  tiie  l»oy,  on  the  little  money  sht 
earne<l,  by  taking  to  her  care  a  baby 
(<r  sometimes  two  babies.

GoInK  for  Timber  Thleres.

Also  a 
message  transmitting  a  communlcHtion 
from  the  secretary  of  the  inferior  submit- 
Liiig  a  draft  of  a  bill  to  amend  the  reviKud 
statutes  relating  to  trespass  upon  Indian 
Ian. Is.  It  makes  it  an  offen.>*e  punUhable 
bv  fine  and  imprisonment  and  forfeiture  of 
outfit  tor  any  person  to  enter  Indian 
lands  without  authority  of  law.  Emi- 
grants peaceably  passing  through  such 
landr.  i.re  cxc.iipteil  Irom  the  penal  pro- 
vieiona  of  the  bill.

It 
is  impossible  to  d  "scribe  in   vrords  the  con- 
sternation,  the   dismay,   the  agony   which 
spread   throughor.t  the  village  wh«n  it  was 
learned,  after  midnight,   that  all  efforts  to 
get       the       entombed      men      out      a'ive 
were      abandoned.        The       town       rever 
saw      Buch      a    si;;ht.     The    whob    popu 
lation    was    on    tho    street  discussing  in 
the  wilde-.t  nianuer  thedeciaiontoabandou 
fne  efforts  at  rescue.   Exclamations  of  de- 
spair, cries  of  agony  and  mutterings  ofdis- 
content  were  hehrd  on  every  corner  and  in 
almost  every  household.    Relatives   of  the 
unfortuf.ate    victims   were   in   tho  wi'.dest 
ajonv  of  despair.     Several  were  seized  with 
convi-.lbions.  Fannie  Sarver,8istcrof  the  two 
Sarver  brotheis,  was  prostrated  with  vio- 
lent fits,   and  it  was  ftared  sue  would  die. 
Mrs.    Kiveler,    the    aged    mother    of    tho 
three  Ki veler  brothers,  wasatdeath'sdoor 
from  weakness  from  the   shock,  aud  many 
relatives  and  friends   of    the  victims    wen 
completelv    prostrated.

The  special  board  apiiointed  by  the 
general  land  commissioner  and  consisting 
ol  Assistant  Commissioner  Stockslager, 
Chieinerk  Walker  and  Law  Clerk  L.  K. 
Barnes,  to  review  pending  applications  for 
patents  to  ore-emption  and  homestead 
entries,  concluded  its  first  sessi<m.
